The following message was received from the Governor, by M. 

Garrett, Secretary of State, being his annual communication to the 
two houses of the General Assembly ; which was read : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. } 

TUSCALOOSA, DECEMBER 3D, 1844. 

Gentleman of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives: 

You have been convened by the operation of law, to discharge the 
responsible trusts, which have been delegated to you by your constit¬ 
uents. To enact laws for the government of the people, and to pro¬ 
tect and guard the interest of the State, are duties rarely exempt from 
responsibilities and embarrassment, and which are not unfrequently en¬ 
hanced by previous legislation, founded on theories which have utterly 
failed in practice. The deranged state of our finances, caused mainly 
by an injudicious system of banking upon borrowed capital, and the 
consequent load of public debt incurred by the State, has heretofore 
produced, as was naturally to be expected, a deep and even painful 
apprehension in the public mind. That many of these apprehensions 
have, to some considerable extent, been justly quieted by the judicious 
and salutary action of the two last Legislatures, I am gratified to be¬ 
lieve. In addressing you therefore, as the legally constituted and orga¬ 
nized representatives of a free people, I renew my congratulations at 
the comparatively favorable auspices, under which you have just 
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assembled. Much however, remains yet to be done, by your honora¬ 
ble bodies, to put the State upon that Finn and stable basis, in dis¬ 
charging her public debt, both on account of her own character and 
credit, as well as that of her patriotic citizens. In performing that 
duty, I am satisfied that none, but a favorable response, will be heard 
from your constituents ; and no reward is more ample, or can better 
compensate a public servant than the reflection that he has been sus¬ 
tained by his constituents, in having faithfully discharged a high public 
trust committed to his charge. 

During the past season, our people have enjoyed their usual portion 
of health, and under the smiles of a beneficent Providence, the soil 
has yielded a fair reward for the labor and toil of our citizens For 
which blessings, and all others we enjoy, we should acknowledge our 
unfeigned gratitude to the Author and Bestower of these, as well as 
every other earthly good. 

In pursuance of the ninth Section of an act, to regulate the State Bank, 
and for other purposes, approved fourteenth February, one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-three, and an explanatory act thereto, appro¬ 
ved twenty-sixth December, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
three ; I prepared and delivered to the President of the State Bank, 
shortly after your last adjournment, the new State Bonds contemplated 
in those acts, to be sustituted for the State Bonds falling due the present 
year. At an early period thereafter, and in ample time to be substitu¬ 
ted at or before the maturity of the old Bonds, that officer placed those 
prepared by this Department, in the hands of an Agent, in the city of 
New York, who was to effect the exchange The last advices of the 
Agent to the officer charged with the duty of superintending the exten¬ 
sion, represent, that a large portion of the new Bonds, had been sub¬ 
stituted for the old ones, and before this, the same result must, I pre¬ 
sume, have been accomplished with the balance. 

I must again bring to your notice the debt, justly due, from the Fede¬ 
ral Government to the State, amounting to between one and two hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars ; moneys paid for liabilities incurred during the 
late Creek Indian hostilities The sum thus advanced by the State, 
should have been paid by the United States Government, and I am sa¬ 
tisfied that the claim now insisted on, is justly due from that govern¬ 
ment to the State Although the whole amount claimed, may not per¬ 
haps be established by the requisite vouchers, yet a large portion of it 
very probably would be by engaging the services of an efficient Agent, 
with power to adjust it, agreeably to the provisions of an Act of Con¬ 
gress, for the settlement of the claim, approved, sixteenth August, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-two. If therefore, the State 
is averse to incurring any additional expense in obtaining what I enter¬ 
tain no doubt is justly due her; the General Assembly had better au¬ 
thorize some competent Agent to adjust the claim, and allow him a 
reasonable compensation, on the amount collected. The subject, how¬ 
ever, I submit to the wisdom of your Honorable bodies. 
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In conformity with the provisions of the ninth and tenth sections of the 
third article of the Constitution, it will become the duty of the General 
Assembly, at the present session, to fix by law, the whole number of 
Senators, and to divide the State, into the same number of districts, and 
to fix also the number of Representatives, and apportion them among 
the several counties in the State. 

That portion of the Real Estate belonging to the Branch of the State 
Bank at Mobile, which had been valued, and advertised for sale pre¬ 
vious to the last session, was offered for sale in the month of April last, 
that being the time to which I postponed the sale agreeably to the 
power vested in me by certain joint resolutions of the General Assem¬ 
bly approved, twenty third December, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty three The property thus offered, were lots situated in the 
city of Mobile, and those sold, brought the sum of two hundred and 
nine thousand three hundred and seventy six dollars and fifty cents. 

A very considerable number of the lots could not be sold, for the want 
of purchasers. The Real Estate belonging to the same Branch, lying 
in the counties of Coosa, Tallapoosa, Montgomery, Mobile and Bald¬ 
win, has been valued during the present year, and has been advertis¬ 
ed to be sold, in the counties in which the land are situated in the 
month of January next, except that in Baldwin, which will be sold, 
with that situated in Mobile, on the first Monday in March. 

All the Real Estate owned by the Branch Bank at Montgomery, has 
been valued, and was advertised to be sold in the months of October and 
November last, but as yet I have not been informed of the result of the 
sales. 

Part of the Real Estate belonging to the Branch Bank at Decatur, 
was also valued and offered for sale last year, and that sold, brought the 
sum of eight thousand one hundred and fourteen dollars A large por¬ 
tion of that offered, however, was not sold for the want of purchasers. 

The Real Estate held by that Bank, lying in Franklin county, which 
was returned valued, will be offered for sale, in the town of Tuscumbia, 
on the first: Monday in January next. The President and Directors of 
the Huntsville Branch, have not as yet advised the offering for sale, 
any lands, held by that Branch ; and no part of the Real Estate, owned 
by that Bank has consequently been brought into market. A part of 
the Real Estate owned by the Decatur Branch, I understand lies in the 
State of Mississippi, and I am not informed whether the valuation of all 
the lands, belonging to that Branch, has yet been completed. A very 
large portion of the Real Estate, held by, the Branch Bank at Mobile, 
is situated in Mississippi and Louisiana, the valuation of which, I un¬ 
derstand, has not been completed. The lands belonging to that Branch 
being situated so remote from the Bank, both those in this State, as well 
as those in Mississippi and Louisiana, has rendered it very difficult to 
procure the services of competent commissioners. The vast extent of 
territory, over which it is necessary to travel, to enable them to ex¬ 
amine the lands, and the small compensation allowed for their services, 
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disincline competent individuals, to take upon themselves, the discharge 
of the duties required of commissioners I recommend, therefore, that 
the compensation allowed commissioners for valuing Real Estate, own¬ 
ed by the Banks, situated out of the State, be increased to such an 
amount, as your wisdom may think just. 

There is no provision made for disposing of the Real Estate owned 
by the Banks, which has been offered for sale, and not sold ; unless all 
the forms and requirements of the first sales are observed in offering it 
for sale a second time, and such a proceeding is not only tedious and 
expensive, but I consider wholly unnecessary. I recommend, that in 
all cases, where Real Estate held by any of the Banks has been offered, 
and not sold the President and Directors be authorized to dispose of it 
on the best terms practicable ; requiring in all cases three-fourths of the 
amount for which it was valued, and the same terms of payment as 
now required by law at public sales of such property, owned by the 
Banks, unless two or more persons desire to purchase the same proper¬ 
ly, in which event should be sold to the highest bidder. 

In counties I understand, State, County, and in some instances, 
corporation taxes are assessed and collected, on the Real Estate, 
owned by the Banks. The money arising from the sales of these lands 
is to be applied to the payment of our State debt, which should, of 
course exempt it from every species of taxation ; and I recommend 
the passage of a law fully exempting all the Real Estate, held by the 
State Banks from taxation of every kind 

How to separate from the Banks the money arising from the sale of 
the sixteenth sections and to safely invest the funds when thus sepa¬ 
rated, are questions not altogether free from embarrassment. The liqui¬ 
dation and final settlement of all matters connected with the Banks, if 
not disposed of now, will at no very remote period, render legislation on 
the subject of the school funds imperative. The lands from which that 
fund has accrued, were placed under the control and guardianship of the 
General Assembly ; not only for the present generation, but for the 
benefit also, of those who are to succeed us. Too much prudence and 
caution therefore, cannot be observed, in making a disposition of that 
fund, so as to preserve inviolate the principal. The interest or profits 
arising therefrom, are all the present generation have a right to enjoy. 
The amount of that debt, now on deposite is certainly a debt against the 
State, as much so as any other State liability. To pay the whole amount 
of that fund now held by the Banks, to the commissioners of the several 
townships, I am satisfied, would be extremely hazardous, and would 
greatly jeopardize its safety. That the funds committed to the custody 
and control of the commissioners, would, in many instances, be safely 
kept, and judiciously managed, I have but little doubt. But that a total 
loss would be the inevitable result, with no inconsiderable amount of the 
fund thus disposed of, I am equally well assured. Another obstacle, in 
disposing of that fund in this fonn, is the want of means on the part of 
the State to discharge the liability, she has thus incurred, consistently 
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with her equally sacred obligations to pay the interest annually accruing 
on her State bonds. The redeemed depreciated Rank bills cannot be re¬ 
garded as means to pay the amount due, on the sixteenth section school 
fund debt; To return again to circulation, the large amount due on that 
debt, in the bills of the Banks, which every one has been so ardently de¬ 
sirous to see disappear entirely from circulation, would be an experiment 
upon the means and patience of the community, that I am sure would re¬ 
ceive but little favor at their hands. I therefore renew the recommenda¬ 
tion which I had the honor to make to the last Legislature, that a certifi¬ 
cate of State stock be issued to each township, for the amount due on de- 
posite, at a reasonable interest for such a period as your wisdom may 
think best, renewable at the pleasure of the State, and that the interest 
annually accruing on the amount of stock to each township, be appropri¬ 
ated to the purposes of education therein. I recommend also, that the 
amount expended of the sixteenth section school fund in each township, 
be annually reported to some department of the State government, so as 
to enable the General Assembly more fully to leam the amount as well 
the manner of the application of that fund. 

In pursuance of certain joint resolutions of the General Assembly, 
approved, fourteenth of February, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
three, — declaring illegal all allowances and appropriations made by the 
Branch of the State Bank at Mobile, during the session of the Legis¬ 
lature, at which they were adopted, I ordered suits to be instituted for the 
recovery of the money as directed in the resolutions. Some of the suits 
thus ordered, were tried at the last Spring Term of the Circuit Court of 
Mobile county, and judgment rendered in favor of the defendants. The 
high source from which I had been instructed to direct those suits, 
and the amounts, as well as the principles involved in their detennination, 
made it my duty, as I conceived, to have the questions decided in the 
Circuit Court reviewed and finally detennined in the highest judicial 
tribunal of the State. I accordingly instructed the Attorneys who were 
charged with their management in the Circuit court, to remove the causes 
in the usual form to the Supreme Court; and at the last tenn of that 
Court they were fully argued, the judgment of the Court below reversed, 
and the right of the Bank to recover large portion of the allowances and 
appropriations, declared illegal by the resolutions, fully established. P. 
Phillips, Esq., aided the Bank Attorney, in the management of the suits 
in the Circuit Court, and had the entire control of them in the Supreme 
Court. He has rendered important services in those suits in both Court, 
for which I recommend the General Assembly, to allow him a just com¬ 
pensation. 

The compensation allowed the President and Directors of the Branch 
Bank at Mobile, I regard as decidedly too low for the duties they have to per¬ 
form. When we consider the expense of living in that city, the daily la¬ 
bor that they have necessarily to perform, in attending to the business of 
the institution; the large amount of unsettled, confused and deranged busi¬ 
ness of the Bank, and the great necessity of obtaining the services of gentle- 
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men of acknowledged business qualifications; I think it will be but observ¬ 
ing true economy in fixing the salaries sufficiently high to command the 
services of such individuals as maybe in every way qualified for the dis¬ 
charge of those duties. The salary of the Cashier of that Bank, I think 
also too low. I therefore recommend, that the salaries of the President, 
Directors and Cashier, be increased to such sum as your wisdom may 
think reasonable and just. 

Our State Prison is entitled to, and I am satisfied, will share a portion 
of your attention. The system has but very recently been adopted by 
the State, and there likely will be no period of its future existence, when 
it will require more of the fostering care of the General Assembly than 
at its commencement. On the fourteenth of October last, the row of 
wooden workshops on the south side of the prison, connected with the 
tan-yard, was destroyed by fire. The inspectors made an investigation, 
with a view to leam the source from which the fire proceeded, but have 
been unable to ascertain the cause. So far as 1 have been able to learn, 
the officers are all exempt from any charge of negligence. The proba¬ 
ble loss to the Institution will be made known to you by the Board of 
Inspectors in their annual report. I think that there should be 
more checks in the manner of keeping accounts, in the purchase of arti¬ 
cles, and the sale of those manufactured, as well as in the receipt and dis¬ 
bursements of money, than would now seem to be required by law, or 
are practised at the Institution ; and I recommend the passage of an act, 
requiring books to be kept by different departments in the prison, and in 
such form that one set will be a check and control upon the other. 

On the fifteenth day of February last, the former Warden drew from 
the Branch Bank at Montgomery, the eight thousand dollars appropria¬ 
ted by the last Legislature, for the support of the Penitentiary for the 
current year; and applied the money as I am informed, to the payment 
of debts previously existing against the institution. When the present 
incumbent, therefore, entered upon the discharge of his duties, he found 
himself destitute of funds to purchase materials to give employment, as 
well as support to the convicts. The condition in which the Peniten¬ 
tiary was thus brought to my notice, caused me no little embarrassment 
as to the course best to be pursued. I could see no course presenting 
fewer difficulties, than to purchase on a credit such materials as might be 
essential to give employment to the convicts, as well &s food, clothing, 
&.c., for their support. In the mean time, I deemed it prudent to ad¬ 
vance as much as could be spared out of the contingent fund. I accor¬ 
dingly paid over to the Warden one thousand dollars out of that fund, 
and instructed him to purchase the necessary raw materials, and other 
necessary articles which might be required at the prison, on a credit, 
under the control and sanction of the Inspectors. In this manner the 
prison has been supported for the present year. I am satisfied that such 
portion of the accounts of the current year, as may be avouched by the 
Warden and Inspectors, will be found to be just, and the General As¬ 
sembly will, I trust, provide for their payment.

I do not believe that as the law now exists, the Warden or the Inspec¬ 
tors, or both together, have the right to create debts against the Peniter- 
liary. Debts thus created, although not so in fonn, can be regarded in 
no other light than as due from the State. The right thus to bind the 
State would be an alarming power to delegate to any one individual, or 
set of men, no matter how exalted or how pure. I understand, however, 
the practice has been heretofore, to contract debts against the Peniten¬ 
tiary for articles purchased; and I recommend, that in future, it be ex¬ 
pressly prohibited by law. The custom has been, and to some consid¬ 
erable extent is now, to sell articles which have been manufactured at 
the prison on a credit. I consider the whole system of credits in a State 
Prison decidedly wrong, in whatever form it may be practiced. The 
cash system, at prices sufficiently low to insure ready sales of all arti¬ 
cles manufactured, I regard as the true system in an institution like 
ours, and I recommend its adoption. 

During the present year I have occasionally visited the Penitentiary, 
and on the twenty-eighth of October, made the annual visit required by 
law. The convicts, with but very few exceptions, seem to have enjoyed 
good health; and the interior of the prison, except the scene of the re¬ 
cent burning, presented the appearance of neatness and order. I am 
satisfied, however, that important modifications must be made in the 
laws and rules by which the prison is now governed ; requiring a more 
implicit obedience on the part of the convicts, as well as a more rigid 
discipline in the government of the institution, before it will fully real¬ 
ize the just expectations of the people of the State. 

Estimates of the probable amount which will be required for the sup¬ 
port of the Penitentiary for the ensuing year, will be found in the report 
of the inspectors, which will shortly be laid before your honorable 
bodies. 

The organization of our Chancery Courts is considered defective in 
many of its provisions, and as the system now exists, is not satisfactory 
to either the suitors, the bar, or the people generally. The kind of liti¬ 
gation cognizable in that Court, is most usually, from its nature, sufficient 
tardy, without impeding its progress, as is now done, in having but one 
term of the Court during the year. Thereare also other defects, which 
I am sure will readily arrest your attention, by a scrutiny of the present 
system; but which the limits of this communication will not permit me 
to notice in detail. The importance of this Court, it being the only 
Court in which relief can be obtained after all common law remedies 
have failed, will I trust, commend the revision of the Chancery system 
to the favorable consideration of the General Assembly. 

The Huntsville Branch Bank has paid Bonds due in one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-two, forty-four, and sixty-three, amounting in all 
to the sum of two hundred and nineteen thousand dollars, which are now on 
deposite in the State Bank. No provision was made by the General As¬ 
sembly at their last session for their destruction. It will therefore be 
the duty of your Honorable bodies, to direct in what way, and by whom, 
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they shall be destroyed. A similar provision should also be made for 
the destruction of the old Bonds falling due this year, and for which the 
new ones have been substituted. 

All the infonnation that will be required in future from the Banks, 
can be readily furnished I thinly by the officers or other agents, and the 
necessity for the annual appointment of commissioners, has I am well 
satisfied, ceased to exist. Entertaining this opinion, and being anxious 
to avoid all unnecessary expense, incident to the management of the 
Banks, I recommend to your honorable bodies, to repeal the law re¬ 
quiring the appointment of commissioners to examine the State Bank 
and Branches 

Since you last assembled, I have received from the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United Stales, a standard of weights and measures; and 
it will be the duty of the General Assembly to direct what disposition is 
to be made of them. 

I must again bring to the notice of the General Assembly, the im¬ 
mense number of special arts of the Legislature, as compared with those 
of a more general character. The numerous special acts adopted at 
every session, conferring rights or privileges desired, are perhaps essen¬ 
tial in many instances to those who seek them ; but I am well satisfied, 
that the same rights or privileges, could be conferred by some general 
law, without requiring Legislative interference in every instnnce. Con¬ 
ferring on married women the rights of feme soles, and constituting 
them free dealers, is a power, that could with great propriety, be safely 
trusted to our Courts of Chancery. Incorporating small towns and vil¬ 
lages, commercial and manufacturing companies; establishing toll-gates 
and ferries, as well as numerous other subjects, purely local and special 
in their character, have heretofore, engaged no small portion of the time 
of previous Legislatures, and contributed also, to increase the ordinary 
expense of legislation. I entertain no doubt that in the time occupied 
in passing many of the special acts annually published, with which our 
pamphlet copies abound, some general law could have been perfected, 
delegating to some of the judicial tribunals of the State, all the power 
which would be necessary to confer any, or all of those rights or privi¬ 
leges. In delegating such powers to any tribunal, the corporate rights 
or other privileges, as well as the amount of property to be held, should 
bo restricted within certain limits; and the Legislature should expressly 
reserve the right to revoke or repeal any charter or privileges whenever 
it might be deemed proper to do so. I am satisfied that such a policy by 
avoiding a great deal of unnecessary legislation, will exempt your hono¬ 
rable bodies from no little labor, and diminish greatly the ordinary ex¬ 
penses of the session. 

Another subject worthy of reflection, and which cannot fail to arrest 
your attention, is the instability and short duration heretofore of 
many general laws enacted by the Legislature. Laws enacted, and re¬ 
garded by one Legislature the most wholesome and salutary, after hav¬ 
ing engaged their deliberate consideration in perfecting them, are not 
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unfrequcntly repealed by the next General Assembly ; and in some in¬ 
stances after so brief an existence, that many were scarcely conscious 
of their enactment, until after they were repealed, This arises mainly, as I 
have long since been convinced, from the changes of Representation, 
growing out of our annual sessions of the General Assembly No one 
can yield a greater deference to constitutional law than myself, and I only 
avow what I really feel, when I say that I have an unaffected reluctance 
to attempt the change or modification of a fundamental Law. But my 
convictions long entertained, are so decided in favor of biennial, instead 
of annual sessions of the General Assembly, that I consider it an impera¬ 
tive duty, to bring the subject to your notice. At the commencement of 
our State Government, and for a series of years subsequent to that period, 
the necessity for an annual sessions, may be readily conceded ; but 
that necessity I am entirely convinced, has ceased to exist. The time 
necessarily intervening between biennial sessions, will afford the people 
a better opportunity to test the utility and operation of their Laws. 

Another and by no means an inconsiderable inducement to such a change 
of our Constitution, is the vast saving to the people in avoiding the annu¬ 
al expenses incident to the session. 

It cannot have escaped your observation that for the last few years, 
there has been, and is now, an increasing sentiment in the public mind in 
favor of this modification in our Constitution. Strengthened in my own 
convictions by that belief, and believing that the people are anxious to 
manifest their determination on the subject, I recommend to your Hon¬ 
orable bodies, to propose to the qualified votes in the form required by 
that instrument, a change of the Constitution, so as to have biennial in¬ 
stead of annual sessions of the General Assembly. No evil or embar¬ 
rassment, can possibly result in testing in this form, the public mind on 
the subject. If a majority of the people are opposed to the proposed 
change, they will in the form prescribed, at once settle the question. 

The debt due the Banks, when we consider the amount, is a subject 
of paramount importance, in the present affairs of the State. With a 
view, therefore, to afford your Honorable bodies all the information that 
I could on the outstanding debt, the rate at which it has heretofore been 
collected, as well as other matters connected with it and the Bank, I 
deemed it proper to direct interrogatories to each Board of Commission¬ 
ers of the State Banks, with directions to impart all the information 
that their examinations and researches would enable them to give, and 
that their answers should form part of their annual report, all of which 
will be laid before you, I presume, at an early period of the session. 

The act providing for the extension, of the debt due the State Bank and 
its several Branches, approved third February, eighteen hundred and 
forty — authorizing the several Boards of Directors to take twenty per 
cent and interest, although not so declared in express words, evidently 
contemplated the payment of the debts embraced in the act in five years 
from the period of its adoption : what amount of that debt is still due the 
Banks, I am not informed, but I presume a considerable portion. A 
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very large number, if not all of the debts thus to be extended, were 
contracted in eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, and many even before 
that period, and had run to maturity at the adoption of the act of eighteen 
hundred and forty, or were to fall due shortly thereafter. Owing no 
doubt to the then almost unprecedented embarrassment that pervaded the 
whole country ; and in view of the reduction, in price, of not only our 
great staple commodity, but of every species of labor, the act of eighteen 
hundred and forty authorizing, the extension of the debts due the Banks, 
was generally approved by the people. The time thus allowed for the 
payment of the debt so far as I recollect, was all that was desired, even by 
the debtors themselves. The whole history of Bank credits rarely pre¬ 
sents an instance where more favor and indulgence have ever been given 
than that heretofore extended, to the debtors of our State Banks. 

If the affairs of the State, and the condition of the Banks, would in 
the least tolerate it, no one would be more willing than myself to see 
adopted, any system of further indulgence towards the debtors in the col¬ 
lection of the debt The heavy losses which have befallen the Banks, 
caused in part by the system of extension heretofore, and their conse¬ 
quent deranged condition, have wisely, as I conceive, induced the State 
to abandon her whole system of banking. In changing her policy with 
those institutions, she has, as a matter of necessity, been compelled to 
resort to heavy exactions, in the form of taxes on the people, to make 
up losses which are kn own to have befallen the Banks. When, there¬ 
fore, the entire portion of her citizens, who never have enjoyed any fa¬ 
vor or benefit from the Banks, yield their means to maintain the faith 
and credit of the State, the appeal comes with more force to those who 
have enjoyed so much more of their favor. Larger curtailments than 
have been heretofore exacted from those indebted to the Banks are re¬ 
quired not only by the necessities of the State, but as a means of giving 
value to, and redeeming the outstanding circulation. Heavier curtail¬ 
ments are also required to enable the State to avail herself of her means, 
and at the earliest day practicable to apply them as far as they will go, in 
extinguishing her State debt, and thereby lessening taxation on the peo¬ 
ple. It is not my design to urge upon the General Assembly, to require 
the entire Bank debt to be paid forthwith, or during the ensuing year. 

With all the pressing demands the State has for her means, I am satisfied 
that such a policy would not be proper. I, however, recommend to the 
Legislature to fix a definite period when the debt is to be paid, and to 
require a much larger curtailment annually, than has heretofore been 
exacted. Both the interest of the State and the yearly expenses inci¬ 
dent to the liquidation of the Banks, I am deliberately convinced impe¬ 
riously require it. 

The liquidation and final settlement of our whole Banking system, 
is a subject of justly absorbing interest to the people of the State, and 
will command, as it evidently merits, a large portion of your delibera¬ 
tions. The awakening cares and anxieties which so generally pervaded, 
the public mind a short time since, from an apprehension that in aban- 
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doning our Banking system, the State would be deprived of a circulating 
medium ; although quieted to some extent by the operations of a similar 
policy in other States, have been at this time I think, finally put to rest, 
by the large and heavy importation into our State, during the past busi¬ 
ness season, of a currency, which throughout the whole world is consid¬ 
ered the true standard of value. No theory is better established, than 
that a commodity both valuable and essential to the community, will readi¬ 
ly command equivalents for its purchase ; and no principle is more perfect¬ 
ly demonstrated in practice, than that the channels of a banished worthless 
paper circulation, are immediately supplied with a sound and stable metal¬ 
lic currency; and I risk nothing in saying if the outstanding bills of all 
the Banks of the State, could be annihilated in a moment, the circulation 
would be supplied with a scarcely perceptible inconvenience, or an in¬ 
convenience infinitely less than the evils which the community are daily 
suffering under the paper system. This has been strikingly illustrated 
in the large amount of gold and silver imported into this State within the 
last year, mainly for the purchase of our great staple commodity ; giv¬ 
ing to our citizens not only the soundest possible currency, but effecting 
a system of exchanges more perfect and more favorable to the State, 
than ever existed under any modification of both the State Banks and 
United States Bank combined. 

The system of modern Banking in whatever fonn it has been prac¬ 
tised, has not only fallen far short of the expectations of its friends 
and weaned from it many of its most ardent votaries, but is in fact 
now fast perishing beneath its own defects, and inherent imperfections. 
That such is in an eminent degree the actual condition of our State 
Bank system, unfortunately for the people and the State, is lamentably 
but too true. All attempts, heretofore, to bolster up, and remedy de¬ 
fects supposed to be temporary in their character, and not inherent in 
the system, have not only failed in the object intended to be accom¬ 
plished, but have most unifonnly proved disastrous to the interest of 
the State, and frequently embarrassing to the people. Although many 
whose opinions were entitled to great respect, more from prudential 
considerations than a desire to continue or perpetuate the system, dis¬ 
trusted the policy of winding up so large a number of our Branch 
Banks, at the time they were put in liquidation by the action of the 
General Assembly, at the session of one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-two and three, I hesitate not to say that time and subsequent 
events have dispelled such apprehensions, and fully vindicated the 
wisdom of the measure. 

The total abandonment and final settlement of our whole system of 
Banking at the earliest practicable period, are not only required by the 
condition of the Banks, but are demanded. I am convinced, as a mea¬ 
sure of protection to the State as well as to the people. 

The charter of the State Bank will expire by its own limitation, on 
the first day of January next, and I have no hesitation in saying that 
every principle of prudence and sound policy, as well as the salutary 
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lessons of the past, strongly admonish us against its renewal. When 
the patriotism and means of the people have fully responded to the 
necessary heavy exactions which will be required to make up losses 
which have befallen the State Bank, in common with all the Branches, 

I am fully persuaded the number will be but few, who would not re¬ 
gard it as a blessing, to be rid of that or any other Banking system, 
whose burthens they have to bear. I therefore recommend that the 
State Bank and all the Branches, be placed in a state of final liquida¬ 
tion, reserving to each Bank such necessary corporate powers as will 
enable them to settle, and close their affairs, and that the plates of all 
the Banks be destroyed. 

The President and Directors of the State Bank have destroyed by 
burning, and in the mode required in the several acts of the Legisla¬ 
ture, placing all the Branch Banks in liquidation, during the present 
year, bills of the different Branches, amounting to two million, four 
hundred and seventy-one thousand and two hundred dollars. 

The board of the State Bank,as I am informed, have also destroyed 
by burning, in the bills of that Bank, the sum of sixty one thousand 
seven hundred and forty-one dollars. 

In adverting to the perplexing subject of our State indebtedness, 
which has commanded so much of my anxious attention since I have 
been in office, it will be recollected that I have rarely failed in any of 
my former communications to urge on the General Assembly, the in¬ 
disputable obligation and over ruling moral necessity of preserving the 
faith of the State inviolate, by a prompt discharge of our pecuniary ob¬ 
ligations, as soon as, they fall due. That this will be attended with 
difficulties and sacrifices of the most embarrassing character, I have 
never failed to acknowledge ; but these invariable concomitants of all 
attempts to discharge a deep indebtedness, are not only the strongest 
admonitions to economy in future, but gives to the debtor the only just 
claim to the high morality which so properly attaches in either savage 
or civilized life to a rigid compliance with pecuniary obligations. A 
tree people hold not only their honor, but their form of government, 
their institution, and all their dearest rights by no other tenure, than a 
willingness to incur any sacrifice to which human mature can be sub¬ 
jected in maintaining them. Those who will count the cost of sustain¬ 
ing the public faith, subject themselves to the just suspicion of being 
equally as calculating in defending the public liberty. The instinct 
of true patriotism is so nearly allied with the sentiment of national 
honor, that to destroy the fonner we have only to lower the tone of the 
people in maintaining the latter. In fact where the people are the 
real source of power, the lofty spirit of true patriotism can never sur¬ 
vive the loss of individual confidence in the untarnished honor of the 
government. I have indulged in these reflections from no apprehen¬ 
sion that a State like ours, containing within her own, limits all the ele¬ 
ments calculated to place her in the front rank with her sisters of the 
confederacy, will ever fail to discharge punctually her public liabilities. 
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I make these remarks merely for the purpose of pointing out the 
merited censures which are always certain to attach to a people who 
invoke the just condemnation of the whole civilized world, in failing 
to maintain untarnished their public faith. That a large portion of the 
capital and means of the Banks, have been squandered, and are now 
forever hopelessly gone, none who are the least conversant with their 
acknowledged condition, will for a moment hesitate to admit. In con¬ 
templating the disasters which have thus befallen the State in her Bank¬ 
ing institutions, all will readily acquit those of whom we borrowed the 
money from every participation in its management, or the slightest re¬ 
sponsibility in any shape for the loss thus incurred by the State The 
bondholders in presenting in this form their just claims, are sustained 
by facts so stubborn in themselves, and so palpably in their character, 
as to establish a claim fortified by every legal requisite, which can con¬ 
stitute a legal and obligatory contract, from which a patriotic and moral 
people can find no release short of entire payment. The debt was 
created, and the means of the Bank squandered by the present gene¬ 
ration ; and every principle of honor and justice demand that we should 
withhold the burthens of a public debt from those who are to succeed 
us and who bad no agency in its creation. To exhaust the remaining 
portion of the principal in discharging the interest annually accruing 
on the bonds, and to postpone the entire debt, or a large portion at 
least, to be discharged by posterity, would I am very sure be transmit¬ 
ting them an inheritance which would be regarded neither in the light 
of a favor or a blessing To prepare then promptly for the extinguish¬ 
ment of our public debt, is required by every principle of honor, jus¬ 
tice, and patriotic self-respect. 

The Comptroller informs me that he has not yet received full returns of 
the assessment of taxes from all the counties, and consequently I can¬ 
not infonn you of the amount of taxes which will be collected the pre¬ 
sent year. The amount, I am satisfied however, will fall far short of 
paying, the interest which will be due upon our public dfbt I there¬ 
for recommend that pennanent provision be made by your honorable 
bodies, to raise annually by taxation, a sufficient amount to pay the en¬ 
tire interest on our State debt. 

I have been infonned by the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, that the Federal Government has two thousand and 
twenty-two dollars and eighty-one cents, of the bills of the State Bank 
and Branches, on deposite in the Mobile Bank, which he proposes the 
State shall receive in payment for that amount of the two per cent, 
fund The bills not having been received by that government in pay¬ 
ment of the Public Lands, this department has no authority to receive 
them in the way proposed. The State however, having agreed to re¬ 
ceive in payment of the two per cent, fund all the bills of the State 
Bank and Branches, which should be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States by her citizens in the purchase of Public Lands, I can 
see no objection to receiving the bills now on deposite in the Mobile 
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Bank, as proposed by the Secretary of the Treasury. I have thus 
brought the subject to your notice for such action as your wisdom may 
deem proper. A copy of the letter of the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the subject, is herewith submitted. 

In my former annual communications to the General Assembly, 
while I have felt myself specially charged by the Constitution, to pre¬ 
sent my views fully and frankly on all questions of State policy, and 
in a spirit of great freedom, but with the utmost respect, to accompany 
those views with suggestions as to the legislation necessary to advance 
the public interests of our common constituents; I have at all times 
considered myself not only at liberty, but required as a faithful and vi¬ 
gilant agent of the sovereignty of the State, to present to the conside¬ 
ration of the representatives, my approval or condemnation of such 
measures of the Federal Government, as from their magnitude I be¬ 
lieve greatly to affect the interest or rights of the people of Alabama. 
To do otherwise would be, not only to betray a culpable indifference 
to such measures, but in most cases of strongly contested Federal po¬ 
licy to resign to Federal agents, powers never intended to be dele¬ 
gated to them, and which by the express language of the Federal Con¬ 
stitution are reserved to the States respectively ; or to the people. — 
Surely no duty can be imrc imperative on the agents of State autho¬ 
rity, than to maintain unimpaired those undelegated powers which 
they have expressly reserved to themselves. In fact such powers con¬ 
stitute that residuary mass of authority out of which the State Govern¬ 
ments are themselves formed, and to concede them unhesitatingly to 
the Federal Government, is nothing short of an abdication of all State 
government. Under this conception of my oflicial duty, I have dis¬ 
tinctly heretofore made known to the General Assembly (the only or¬ 
ganized body to declare the sentiments, and speak the will, or to pro¬ 
tect the rights individual or aggregate of the people of Alabama,) that 
I regarded the creation of a National Bank, a Protective Tariff, and all 
schemes for distributing the Federal Revenue among the States, as so 
many violations of the Constitution, calculated not merely in their ef¬ 
fect to extend the powers of the Federal government beyond the in¬ 
tention of the States which framed it, but to operate unequally and 
most oppressively on the people of Alabama. 

While these questions are still unsettled by the General Govern¬ 
ment, and opposite views of their constitutionality are entertained by 
the parties to the Federal compact, a question if possible of still 
greater magnitude than all of them as to the propriety of annexing 
Texas to the Union, has been presented to the consideration of the 
American people. In estimating the magnitude of this question, I 
might take no note here of its importance in a pecuniary point of 
view; I might say nothing of the market which will be created for 
Northern and Western products; nothing of the rich carrying trade

which will be opened to our commercial marine, nothing even of the 
strong bonds of sympathy which by countless ties of association, of 
language, of origin, of religion, and of blood, unite the people of 
Texas to the people of this country. Its great importance to the 
Southern slave holding States, is, that by adding numbers and territo¬ 
ry to the weaker section of the Union, it adds security to institutions 
already assailed, which nothing but numbers and territory can give. 

Annexation, however, whilst it gives peace and security to the South, 
gives also greatly increased employment to our vast shipping interest, 
and opens forever a more unrestricted and extended market for the 
products of the East, North and West, thereby benefiting in a pecu-. 
niary point or view, those portions of the Union equally it not more 
than the South. 

In thus frankly avowing the grounds on which I place my estimate 
of this question, I feel that I take no position of which other sections 
of the Union can justly complain, and certainly none growing out of a 
spirit of jealously or ill-will to the most extended prosperity of every 
portion of our common country. In fact, I cherish no theory of the 
Federal Constitution which will permit the Federal government to 
make war on the institutions of the several States; and I look upon 
the acquisition of Texas as the more important, under a belief that the 
instinct of self- preservation will incline her to seek her own safety, 
not in assailing others, but in making common cause against such as¬ 
saults. 

A scarcely less striking view of the importance of annexation, arises 
from the consideration that Texas cannot, nor will not much longer, 
remain in her present position, but that she will be compelled to seek 
her safety in an alliance with some stronger power. If her proposi¬ 
tion to be admitted into the Union be finally rejected, what foresight 
does it require to see at once that she will at no distant period become 
in some fonn closely allied to England, and in that form in which 
English wealth and commerce can so indisputably impose on her pre¬ 
sent weak and necessitous condition. Would England be satisfied with 
Texas? Her whole history teaches us that she would not, but that 
she would push her territorial acquisitions until she had supplanted the 
feeble government of Mexico, and made herself the unquestioned pro¬ 
prietor on the West as far as the Pacific, and on the South, to the Isth¬ 
mus of Darien. Again, I might say nothing of the consequences in a 
commercial point of view, for as important as they are, they sink into 
nothing as compared with the higher questions of her mastering a con¬ 
tinent, by the subjugation successively, of one free State after another, 
until the whole should be subject to her will. That such will be the 
policy of Great Britain if she is permitted to grasp the rich boon which 
wh have refused, I entertain the most thorough conviction, and whe¬ 
ther or not she is ultimately to succeed, is a question, I am well satis¬ 
fied, that will have to be settled by the American people, I have 
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deemed it a public duty thus to bring the subject to your notice, for the 
deliberate expression of such an opinion as to the propriety of an¬ 
nexation, as the wisdom of your honorable bodies may think 
proper. 

The deep solicitude which is so generally felt in the progress of edu¬ 
cation, and especially in the operations of our University imposes on 
me the duty of noticing in this communication, the present condition 
and prospects of that institution. 

Since my official connection with the Board of Trustees, I am satis¬ 
fied they have been governed by a system of rigid economy, and have 
retrenched in every item of expenditure that was practicable. 

The Board at their last session, adopted an ordinance appropriating 
annually, all the surplus means of the University fund, after defray¬ 
ing the current years expenses, to the payment of the debt owed by 
the institution, which I trust will in a reasonable time relieve the Uni¬ 
versity from its present heavy embarrassment. In pursuance of that 
ordinance, nine thousand dollars of the debt was paid early the pre¬ 
sent year, and the Board indulges the hope that they will be able in a 
like manner, to pay annually a portion of the debt until it is fully dis¬ 
charged. 

Instance of insubordination in such a seminary, under the most fa¬ 
vorable circumstances, are at all times to be apprehended, and a single 
case of the kind has recently occurred, calculated in no small degree 
unfavorably to affect the character of the University, where its general 
discipline is less properly appreciated than it is by those who have 
marked the constant vigilance and energy of the present Faculty— 

The facts of the case alluded to will of course be laid before the Board 
of Trustees, and I allude to it only to express my own convictions in 
common with what I believe to be the universal sentiment of those 
acquainted with the transaction, that it was one of those acts of exces¬ 
sive insubordination which often happens in the best institutions of 
our country, and which I am satisfied no vigilance on the part of the 
present Faculty could possibly have anticipated or averted. Their 
duty consisted in applying the proper corrective placed in their hands, 
and this I doubt not will be made to appear fully to have been done. 
Notwithstanding similar acts of insubordination to which all institu¬ 
tions are liable, and perhaps more or less so than our own, I cannot 
close this notice without expressing the opinion that our University is 
steadily and progressively realizing the just expectations of the public, 
in the number of sober, moral, and educated young men it is annually 
sending forth, into spheres of business and usefulness, throughout the 
State. 

Since the adjournment of your last session, the Hon. William R. 
King, so long and so favorably regarded as an able and efficient re¬ 
presentative of the State of Alabama, in the Senate of the United 
States, has resigned the remaining portion of his present unexpired 
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Senatorial term. The motives for this resignation of a trust which he 
has held to the satisfaction of his constituents from the first moment of 
our State existence, are to be found in his acceptance of the higher, 
and at present the more important duties of Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Court of France ; and are consistent alike with the deepest de¬ 
votion to the service of the State, and to that lofty patriotism which 
shrinks from no duty which the wants of a common country impose. 

In obedience to the requirements of the Constitution, I have supplied 
the vacancy so occasioned in the Senate by the appointment of the 
Hon. Dixon H. Lewis. Vacancies have also occurred since the last 
adjournment, in the office of Judge of the County Court, in the counties 
of Lauderdale and Pike ; and also in the office of President of the 
Branch of the State Bank of Montgomery, all of which vacancies have 
been filled as required by Law. C. E. B. Strode, Esq, has resigned 
the office of Solicitor of the seventh Judicial Circuit; having received his 
resignation only a few days since, I have deemed it proper to leave 
the vacancy to be filled by the General Assembly. 

In conformity with the requirements of the Constitution, I have 
thus gentlemen, brought to your notice such subjects as in my judg¬ 
ment should be submitted to the consideration of the General Assem¬ 
bly. They are communicated with a firm belief, that if adopted, they 
will promote the interest and happiness of the people. If however, 
all, or any portion of the views thus submitted, should not be so re¬ 
garded by your Honorable bodies, I shall with much pleasure, unite 
with the General Assembly in perfecting any other measures which 
their wisdom may suggest, tending as I may believe to promote the 
interest of the State. 

That peace and harmony may characterize your deliberations, and 
that your labors may equal the just expectations of the people, is my 
most anxious desire.

Mr. Fleming moved to suspend the constitutional rule for the pur¬ 
pose of giving the bill a second reading forthwith; which was lost. 

The bill was then ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an 
act to authorize certain persons therein named, to erect a mill-dam, was 
read a first time and ordered to a second reading on to morrow. 

Which completed the orders of the day. 

Mr. Posey from the committee appointed on the part of the Senate 
to act with such committee as might be appointed on the part of the 
House, to prepare ; and report rules for the government of each house in 
interchanging messages, the manner of conducting the joint vote of the 
two houses, and regulating committees of conference; reported the fol¬ 
lowing rules, to wit: 

1st. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to the House of 
Representatives, it shall be forthwith announced by the doorkeeper at 
the door of the House, and shall be respectfully communicated to the 
chair by the bearer thereof, except the house is taking a question, and 
the same ceremony shall be observed when a message is sent from the 
House of Representatives 

2nd. While bills are on their passage between the two Houses they 
shall be under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of each House 
respectively. 

3d. After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly en¬ 
rolled by the Clerk of the House of Representatives, or Secretary of 
the Senate, as the bill may have originated in one or the other House 
before it shall be presented for signature. 

4th. When a bill or resolution shall have passed in one House is re¬ 
jected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the House in which 
the same shall have passed.

5th. When the Senate assembles in the Hall of the House of Re¬ 
presentatives, the President of the Senate shall take his seat on the left 
of the Speaker of the House, and the Senators shall seat themselves 
in chairs, to be provided for the purpose, immediately in front of the 
inner row of desks of the Hall of the House. 

6th. No Senator shall during a joint vote of the two Houses, inter¬ 
mix with the Representatives, nor shall the Representatives intennix 
with the Senators. 

7th. Each Senator and Representative shall answer from his seat 
when his name is called in order by the Secretary of the Senate or 
Clerk of the House, and any Senator or Representative who shall fail 
or refuse to vote when his name is called, shall be considered as hav¬ 
ing waived his right to vote, and shall not afterwards be allowed to 
do so. 

8th No Senator or Representative shall approach the Clerk’s table 
during the time the Senate is in the House. 

9th. The President of the Senate shall preserve order among the 
Senators in the same manner as if the Senate were in session in the 
Senate Chamber; and the Speaker of the House shall keep and pre¬ 
serve order among the Representatives, as he would were the Senate 
not present. 

10th. In every case of amendment of a bill agreed to in one House 
and dissented to in the other, if either House shall request a conference, 
and appoint a committee to confer, such committee shall, at a convc- 
venient hour to be agreed on by their chairman, meet in the conference 
chamber, and state to each other verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reason of their respective houses for or against the amend¬ 
ment, and confer fully thereon. 

On motion of Mr. Terry, the vote refusing to suspend the constitu¬ 
tional rule for the purpose of giving the engrossed bill from the House 
of Representatives, entitled an act to enable the citizens of the town 
of Huntsville, to change the mode of electing a town constable, was 
reconsidered. 

The constitutional rule was then suspended, and the bill read a se¬ 
cond time. 

And on motion of Mr Fleming, the rule was farther suspended, the 
bill read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, by the Senate that its title remain unchanged.

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of George Stiggins, reported that the 
prayer of the petitioner ought not to be granted. 

On motion of Mr. Dougherty, the report and petition, were laid upon 
the table. 

Mr. Wilson, from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to 
which was referred a bill to be entitled an act in relation to road duties, 
reported a substitute for the bill, and recommended its passage. 

The report was concurred in; and the bill placed among the orders of 
the day. 

Mr. Hudson, from the select committee, to whom was referred an en¬ 
grossed joint resolution from the House of Representatives, for the relief 
of tax collectors for the year eighteen hundred and forty-three, reported

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the same back to the Senate with the following amendment “in the first 
line after the word “collector," add the word “ for the year eighteen 
hundred and forty-three." and in the third line after the word “amount 
strike out the words a “charged to” and insert the words “ due from;”

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The engrossed bill to be entitled an act, to create a new county, to be 
called-was read a third time. 

Mr. Creagh presented a petition from sundry citizens of the county 
of Washington, remonstrating against the passage of the bill 

The question was, on filling the bla nk in the bill: 

Mr. Winston moved to fill it with “ Choctaw 

Mr. Dougherty moved to fill the blank with the word “McVay.” 

The question was taken upon the motion of Mr. Winston first, and 
carried. 

The word “Choctaw,” was ordered to be inserted in the blank. 

The question was upon the passage of the bill, and the yeas and 
nays being demanded, resulted as follows : 

Yeas 20—Nays 12. 

YEAS—messrs. President, Arrington, Ashe, Bishop, Dent, Flem¬ 
ing, Griffin, Harris, Hudson, Marchbanks, McAlpin, McClanahan, Oli¬ 
ver, Sellers, Smith, Ward, Walthall, Winston, and Wilson.

The bill was lost—the constitution requiring two thirds of the votes 
of both branches to change or alter county boundaries. 

Mr. Winston moved to reconsider the vote refusing to pass the 
bill. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the motion to reconsider was postponed 
until Thursday next, and made the special order for that day. 

The bill to be entitled an act, to extend the time of the removal of 
certain slaves emancipated by the decree of the County Court of Clarke 
county, was read a second time, and on motion of 

Mr. Spruill, referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to be entitled an act, to exclude from office certain persons 
therein named, was read a second time, and on motion of 

Mr. Hudson, referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to be entitled an act, to repeal in part an act therein named, 
as to De Kalb county, was read a second time, and ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled 
an act, to authorize certain persons therein named to erect a mill dam, 
was declared by Mr. President in order for a third reading. 

Mr. Walker of B. appealed from the decision of the chair, and 
made the following statement : 

“The bill was referred to a committee, the committee reported the 
same back without amendment to-day, and the bill was placed among 
the orders of the day, which is now taken up. The chair decides that 
the bill is now on its third reading, without ever first having ordered 
the bill to a third reading.” 

Mr. President then put the question upon the point of order, Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the decision of the Senate? 

The Senate refused to sustain the decision of the chair. 
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The bill was then ordered to a second reading on to-morrow.

On motion of Mr. Watrous, the Senate adjourned until to-morrow 
morning, ten o'clock. 

SATURDAY MORNING, December 11th, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Norris presented the petition of Horatio Boxley; which was re¬ 
ferred to the committee on propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Dent asked and obtained leave of absence for Mr. Winston, 
from the county of Sumter. 

Mr. Norris presented the petition of sundry citizens of Dallas coun¬ 
ty; which, on motion, was referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

Mr. McAlpin presented a petition from sundry citizens of the Town 
of Eutaw, in the county of Greene; which was referred to a select 
committee, consisting of messrs Dougherty and Dent. 

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
which was referred the petition of the citizens of St. Clair county, sta¬ 
ting that they were not satisfied with the present seat of justice in said 
county, and asking the passage of a law at the present session, appoint¬ 
ing Commissioners to select a central point or points, that the sense of 
the people may be taken at the next election, reported it inexpedient to 
grant the prayer of the petitioners. 

The Senate, discharged the committee from the further consideration 
of the subject. 

Mr. Smith, from the committee on county boundaries, to which was 
referred the petition of the citizens residing east of the State road, 
township nineteen, rang five, east, in Greene county, praying to be at¬ 
tached to the county of Perry, reported a bill to be entitled an act, to 
attach a part of township nineteen, range five, east, in the county of 
Greene to the county of Perry. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading on 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
which was referred a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Coosa 
manufacturing company, reported the same to the Senate, and asked 
its reference to the committee on the judiciary, in which the Senate 
concurred. 

Mr. Hudson, from the committee, on accounts and claims, to whom 
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was referred the claims of D. Lyman Beecher, for holding an inquest 
over six dead bodies, convicts of the Penitentiary, reported the same 
to the Senate as not being a State charge, but a county charge, and 
that the same ought not to be paid out of the State Treasury. 

On motion of Mr. Harris the report was laid on the table. 

Mr. Wilson, from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries, to 
which was referred the petition of Hosea Holly, praying the passage 
of a law to authorize him to erect two gates on a certain road therein 
named, reported the same back to the Senate as inexpedient to be legis¬ 
lated upon, as the Commissioners’ Court has full power over the subject. 

The Senate concurred in the report. 

Mr. Griffin presented the account of J. G. Garnet, sheriff of Marshall 
county; the reading of which was dispensed with, and on motion re¬ 
ferred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. President laid before the Senate the annual report of the adju¬ 
tant and inspector general of the State of Alabama; the reading of 
which was dispensed with, and on motion referred to the committee on 
military affairs. 

Mr. Norris introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend the law in 
relation to trading with slaves; which was read the first time and or¬ 
dered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the 

day. 

The engrossed bill for the relief of mortgagees and for other pur¬ 
poses, was read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, that its title remain unchanged. 

The engrossed bill to be entitled an act to repeal in part an act there¬ 
in named, as to De Kalb county, was read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, that its title remain unchanged. 

The engrossed bill to be entitled an act declaring Cedar Creek a pub¬ 
lic highway, was read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, that the title remain unchanged. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled 
an act to authorize certain persons therein named, to erect a mill dam, 
was read a third time and passed. 

Ordered, that the its title remain unchanged. 

The bill to be entitled an act to amend and alter the law relating to 
the estates of deceased persons, was read a second time, and on motion 
of Mr. Smith, referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

The bill to be entitled an act to divide the State of Alabama into se¬ 
ven congressional districts, according to the Federal population, and 
for other purposes, was read a second time: 

And on motion of Mr. Norris, referred to a committee consisting of 
one member from each congressional district. 

The committee consisted of messrs. Norris, Dargan, Winston, Hud¬ 
son, Wilson, Reese and Ward. 

The bill to be entitled an act to authorize the Judge of the County 
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Court of Wilcox county, and Commissioners’ of roads and revenue of 
said county to levy a county tax, not exceeding fifty per cent, on the 
State tax in said county, was read a second time and ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

The bill to be entitled an act to compensate tale jurors in Wilcox 
county, was read a second time and ordered to be engrossed for a to 
reading on to-morrow. 

The Joint resolutions for the relief of Ransom Warner, were read 
a second time: 

And on motion of Mr. Dougherty, referred to a select committee 
consisting of messrs Dougherty, Walker of L. and Ashe. 

Which completed the orders the day.

Dufreese, 
Gamble, Gewin, Hays, Jones of Benton, Jones of Blount, Jones of Law - 
renece, Jones of Limestone, Kennedy, Roby, and Scott of J. of the 
House. 

Mr. Powers having received a majority of the whole number of 
votes given, Mr. Speaker declared him duly and constitutionally elected 
Judge of the County Court of Clarke county, for the time prescribed 
by the constitution. 

The two Houses then proceeded to elect a Trustee of the University 
for the Fourth Judicial Circuit: 

Felix G. Norman alone being in nomination, and he having received 
one hundred and twenty-three votes, that being the whole number given, 

Mr. Speaker declared him-duly and constitutionally elected Trustee of 
the University of Alabama, for the tenn prescribed by law, 

The Senate then withdrew from the Hall of the House, and return 
to the Senate Chamber. 
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Mr. President took the Chair and called the Senate to order. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the Senate adjourned until to morrow 
morning ten o’clock. 

TUESDAY MORNING, DECEMBER 17, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. McAlpin presented three several petitions from the County of 
Greene, upon the subject of attaching a part of the County of Greene to 
Perry county, which were read, and on motion ordered to lie upon the 
table for the present. 

Mr. Smith presented the petition of Thos. G. A. Cox, of De Kalb 
county; the reading of which was dispensed with, and on motion re¬ 
ferred to the committee on the State Bank. 

Mr. Dargan presented the petition of Messrs. Bull and Files; which 
was read and on motion referred to the committee on accounts and 
claims. 

Mr. Smith presented the petition of Thomas Liniard and others of De- 
Kalb county; the reading of which was dispensed with, and on motion 
referred to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

Mr. McAlpin presented the petition of sundry citizens of the County 
of Greene, upon the subject of making Martha Richardson a free dealer; 
the reading of which was dispensed with and on motion referred to the 
committee on the judiciary. 

Mr. Walker of L. , presented the petition of Mary J. Kellum and 
others; the reading of which was dispensed with, and referred to the 
committee on education. 

Mr. McClanahan, from the select committee, to which was referred a 
preamble and resolution in relation to the journal and private memoranda 
of the joint committee on Bank frauds, appointed by the Legislature of 
eighteen hundred and forty-one, and to inquire what disposition should 
be made of the said journal and private memoranda; reported that as the 
said committee on the part of the Senate was instructed by a resolution 
of the Senate to report to the solicitors of the different circuits, all legal 
testimony which may have come to their knowledge; the committee be¬ 
lieve that the said journal and private memoranda can be no public 
use, and therefore submit the following joint resolution for the action of 
the Senate.

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act de¬ 
claring Margaret Shegog a free dealer, and for other purposes, was read 
a first time and ordered to a second reading.

Mr. Walker, from the same committee, to which was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act for the relief of Mary Ronan, of the city of Mobile, 
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reported the bill back to the Senate without amendment, and recommend¬ 
ed its passage. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Walker of B., from the same committee, to which was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act to amend the law authorizing the payment of re¬ 
wards for the apprehension of fugitives from justice, reported that it 
would be inexpedient to pass the bill.

President, Arrington, Ashe, Bishop, Dargan, Dent, 
Fleming, Gilchrist, Griffin, Hardaway, Harris, Hudson, McAlpin, Nor¬ 
ris, Oliver, Posey, Reese, Sellers, Smith, Spruill, Walker of B. Ward, 
Watkins and Wilson.

Mr. Fleming, from the committee on retrenchment, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of re¬ 
ducing the fees of the clerks of the Supreme Court, reported a bill and 
recommended its passage.

The committee on accounts and claims, to which was referred the ac¬ 
counts of William Garrett, Secretary of State, showing the amount of 
money drawn from the Treasury for the purpose of paying for stationa¬ 
ry, &c. for the use of the officers of the State, the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and the General Assembly, together with the bills showing the 
quantity of articles purchased and the cost thereof, have had the same 
under consideration, and have instructed me to report, that on examina¬ 
tion they find the amount of money drawn from the Treasury during the 
present year, for the purposes above expressed, is nine hundred dollars; 
and the unexpended balance of one hundred and twenty-seven dollars 
and nine cents, in the hands of the Secretary last year, make a total of 
one thousand and twenty-seven dollars and nine cents. 

The cost of the articles purchased, including the discount on Alabama 
money, and other legal charges, amounts to nine hundred and eight dol¬ 
lars and fifty-seven cents, leaving an unexpended balance in his hands of 
one hundred and eight dollars and fifty-seven cents. 

Your committee feel satisfied that the course adopted by the Secretary 
of State in the purchase of articles for the use of the departments of 
State, is for better than to purchase them here at retail prices; it being a 
giving of several hundred dollars per annum. All of which is respect¬ 
fully submitted. 

Mr. Walker of L from the select committee, to which was referred 
so much of the Governor’s message, as relates to the apportioning the 
representatives among the several counties in this State, reported the 
accompanying bill, and recommended its passage. 

The bill to apportion representatives to the several counties in this 
State into Senatorial districts, was read a first time and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading. 

Mr. Winston, from the committee on military affairs, to which was 
referred a bill from the House of Representatives, to alter and amend 
the militia law, so far as concerns the sixteenth regiment of Alabama 
militia, reported that it was inexpedient to pass the bill, in which the 
Senate concurred. 

Mr. Dargan, from the State Bank committee, to which was referred 
a resolution requiring them to inquire into the expediency of regulating, 
the fees of clerks of courts in Bank cases, reported that it was inexpe¬ 
dient to legislate upon the subject. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the report was laid upon the table. 

Mr. Dargan, from the same committee, to which was referred a reso¬ 
lution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of selling all the 
interest that the Branch Bank at Decatur has the Tuscumbia, Court- 
land and Decatur rail road, reported a bill entitled an act to authorize the 
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Branch Bank at Decatur to sell ail its interest in the Tuscumbia, Court- 
land and Decatur rail road, and recommended its passage. The bill was 
read a first time and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Hudson introduced a bill entitled an act to compensate jurors 
summoned to try contested bills; which was read a first time and order¬ 
ed to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Hudson introduced a bill to regulate the compensation to the Sec¬ 
retary of State, for certain services therein mentioned; which was road 
a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Smith introduced a bill to provide for the benefit of Elizabeth H. 
Thorpe; which was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Reese introduced a bill to provide for the payment of costs of 
prosecutions in criminal cases in Chambers county; which was read the 
first time, and ordered to a second reading.

Mr. Walker of B from the judiciary committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred a bill for the relief of Caroline M. Youngblood, reported the bill 
to the Senate, amended as therein shown, and with the amendment re¬ 
commended the passage of the bill. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading. 

Mr. Dargan, from the committee on the judiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a bill entitled an act to amend the law in relation to attachments, 
reported the same to the Senate, amended by striking out all after the 
enacting clause, and inserting in lieu thereof, a substitute, and with the 
amendment the committee recommend the passage of the bill. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading. 

Mr. Hudson, from the select committee, to which was referred a bill 
from the House of Representatives, entitled an act to exempt certain pro¬ 
perty from execution, together with certain amendments offered and re¬ 
ferred with said bill, reported the same to the Senate, with the following 
amendment, to wit: 
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“Three cows and calves, and twenty head of sheep,” to come in after 
“dishes,” and as amended, recommended the passage of the bill. 

The Senate concurred in the report of the committee. 

Mr. Posey moved to amend the bill by exempting “all family por¬ 
traits,” upon the adoption of which the yeas and nays were ordered— 
yeas 19, nays 9.

On motion of Mr. Walthall, the bill was further amended, by exempt¬ 
ing “all the chemical and philosophical apparatus of teachers of 
schools.” 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the following proviso was adopted, to 

wit: 

Provided, The provisions of this act shall only apply to debts 
hereafter contracted. 

Mr. Smith offered the following amendment to the bill; which was 
adopted, to wit; 

And be it further enacted, That the property exempt from levy 
and sale by the provisions of this act, shall not be sold for taxes. 

The bill was then ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Posey offered the following preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, the immense losses sustained by the Bank of the State of 
Alabama and its Branches, taken in connection with the fact, no longer to 
be concealed or denied, that the operations of the said Banks can not 
be successfully conducted by State legislation, demand the serious atten¬ 
tion of the General Assembly and the people of Alabama. To main¬ 
tain the plighted faith and credit of the State without the ultimate resort 
to taxation, heavy and onerous, (considering the very low price of the 
great staple of the State) is impossible, unless a radical change be intro¬ 
duced into the present banking system. It has proved disastrous almost 
beyond example; the system is impracticable, because it is impossible 
to manage Banks such as ours, by any code of laws. Such, at least, has 
been the result of all past legislation upon the Banks; and he who would 
still be incredulous, after a patient review of our Bank legislation and 
Bank reports, would not believe, “though one rose from the dead.” 

Why then persevere in a vicious system, which has already brought the 
State to the verge of bankruptcy and impending ruin. To advance fur¬ 
ther under the present system, is but to procrastinate the evil day, which 
must come with accumulated loss and misfortune, bringing into their 
train, “unnumbered woes” to the people of Alabama. 

The crisis has come, when candor and plain dealing became the repre¬ 
sentatives of the people. Let them know the truth, and the whole truth, 
viz; that the present system of State banking is radically wrong-that 
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there are vices inherent in the system, which no legislation can cure—and 
that the only hope of redemption from threatened evils, is a total change 
of the ruinous policy which has heretofore guided the legislation of the 
State. It may not yet be too late, to retrace our steps--and by a wiser 
course of policy, retrieve the disasters of the Banks. The subject is 
worthy of the gravest consideration. Nor is it proposed to act hastily, 
or contrary to the public mind. The magnitude of the interests in¬ 
volved, renders it expedient and proper to submit to the judgment of 
the people, any plan or scheme, which proposes a radical change in the 
banking operations of the State. 

Resolved therefore, That a select committee of twelve be appointed 
to prepare and report an address to the people of this State— 

RECOMMENDING, 

First--That the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several Branches, 
with all the assets of the same, (saving and excepting the Sixteenth Sec¬ 
tion Fund, and all other trust funds,) be sold, to resident capitalists of 
this State, who may be willing to take the same, and assume all the lia¬ 
bilities of said Banks, including the State Bonds for their borrowed cap- 
tal, and secure the payment thereof. 

Second--That the capitalists who may agree to purchase all the assets 
of said Banks, in consideration of their assuming to pay all their liabili¬ 
ties aforesaid, and giving the requisite security therefor, shall be incor¬ 
porated into two banking companies--the charters of said Banks to be 
in conformity with the Constitution of this State, and assimilated to be 
charter of the Bank of Mobile--and to continue in force twenty years: 

Or, the charter of two or three of the present Banks may be restored for 
the use of the purchasers aforesaid, for the term of-years. 

Third—One of said Banks to be located in South, the other in North 
Alabama, and bound to redeem the circulation of the State Bank and 
Branches, collect the debts due and owing to the State Banks, and, in 
short, to act as the fiscal agent of the purchasers aforesaid, in complying 
with the terms of their contract with the State. 

Fourth—That before the assets and property of the State Bank and 
its Branches, be transferred to the purchasers, they shall enter into bond 
with undoubted security, in the penalty of double the estimated value of 
the assets and property purchased from this State, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the contract in all things; which bonds are to be 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 

Fifth—In addition to the personal security aforesaid, the purchasers 
may be required to execute mortgages on real estate, for at least a part of 
their purchase, so as to make the State amply safe. 

Sixth—The purchasers to place in the vaults of the new Bank, a sum 

in specie, proportioned to their capital, which shall be the sum of- 

-f or each Bank. 

Seventh—The debtors of the State Bank and Branches to be proper¬ 
ly protected by the terms of the proposed transfer. 
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Eighth—On failure of said purchasers to pay the interest accruing on 
the bonds of the State, or to redeem the bonds when due, the General 
Assembly may in if discretion declare the contract forfeited--annul the 
Bank charters granted to the purchasers—and confiscate all their corpo¬ 
rate property for the use of the State. 

Ninth--The State to retain, if it is thought expedient, two-fifths of 
the capital stock of the two Banks—or of the old ones retained—as the 
case may be. 

Tenth—The report of the committee to contain the estimated value of 
all the assets and property of said Banks, together with the amount of 
liabilities to be paid by the purchasers—setting forth what amount of the 
debts to the Banks classed to “bad and doubtful” might with due diligence 
be collected. 

Resolved further, That if in the opinion of said committee, a sale of 
said Banks should be recommended, but on a plan variant from the fore¬ 
going outline, they are hereby instructed to report such plan with an ac¬ 
companying address to the people of this State. 

The foregoing preamble and resolutions having been read— 

Mr. Posey moved to postpone the further consideration of the same, 
until Monday next, and make them the special order for that day, at the 
hour of eleven o'clock. 

Mr. Hudson called for a division of the question; which was first ta¬ 
ken on postponing the resolutions until Monday next, and carried. 

The question was then upon making them the special order for the 
hour of eleven o’clock, on that day, and lost. 

Their further consideration was postponed until Monday next.

whatever sum or sums of money may be now standing to the credit of 
the State of Alabama, on the books of the treasury of the United States: 
Provided however, That when said money or moneys may have been 
withdrawn as above, it shall forthwith be used in the purchase of a portion 
of the Bonds of the State of Alabama, under such rules and regulations 
as the Governor may adopt and direct. 

The resolution was read a first time and on ordering it to a second 
reading, the yeas and nays were demanded.

vouchers and corresponding entries on the books with the various appro¬ 
priations and found all correctly paid and entered. They then compared 
the results of their examination with the annual reports made to the 
General Assembly from both the offices, and ascertained that they con¬ 
tained correct statements of all the receipts, disbursements and balances 
of the different funds in the Treasury--all of which were deposited in 
the Bank of the State, as appears from an examination of the Bank book 
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of the Treasurer, except thirty-three thousand and forty-six dollars and 
seventeen cents, which was in the office of the Treasurer, he not having 
had time to make a deposite of the same. 

The committee upon reviewing their investigation are constrained to 
say, that the books, vouchers, and other documents, are correctly and 
neatly kept, and carefully filed away; and that both the officers have 
discharged their duties strictly according to law.

passage. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the Senate proceeded to the con¬ 
sideration of the special order for that time--which was a bill to be en¬ 
titled an act, to adjust and liquidate the affairs of the Bank of the State 
of Alabama and its Branches, which was on its second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Dargan, the bill was amended by adding two sec¬ 
tions to the bill, numbered eleven and twelve. 

Mr. Gilchrist offered the following amendment., to wit: 

Amend the first section by striking out after the words, “in General 
Assembly convened,” and insert the following, to wit: “the Governor 
is hereby authorized and required to appoint,” and after the words, 

“State Bank” in the fourth line, add “shall be elected by both bran¬ 
ches of the General Assembly by joint vote.” 

Amend the second section, by striking out the word “appointed,” 
and insert “elected.” 

And after the words, “become due,” in the seventh line of the se¬ 
cond section, strike out all the balance of the section, and insert “twen¬ 
ty per cent a year, and all interest due thereon, so as to extinguish 
the entire debt in five years.” 

Amend the fifth section, by striking out of the second line the words, 
“unless sooner removed by the Governor.” 

Amend the sixth section, by striking out all of that section, after 

the words “the same to he done-time," and inserting, 

“beyond the period of five years.” 

The question was on the amendment to the first section, which was 
on striking out and and inserting 

Mr. Creagh called for a division of the question; which was first ta¬ 
ken upon striking out; and lost. Yeas 13--Nays 16: 

YEAS--messrs. President, Arrington, Ashe, Fleming, Gilchrist, 
Griffin, Hardaway, Marchbanks, Moores, Oliver, Reese, Walker of L.

Mr. Norris offered the following amendment, to wit: 

Strike out “one-third” where it occurs in the seventh line, in the se¬ 
cond section, and insert “one half.” 

A division of the question was called for. 

Mr. Posey, from the committee on enrolled bills, reported as correctly 
enrolled: 

A bill to be entitled an act to, place the Bank of the State of Alabama 
at Tuscaloosa, in liquidation, and to provide for the final settlement of 
its affairs, and for other purposes. 
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Message from His Excellency, the Governor, by Mr. Garrett, Secre¬ 
tary of State: 

Mr. President-His Excellency, the Governor, this day approved a 
bill to be entitled an act to place the Bank of the State of Alabama at 
Tuscaloosa in liquidation, and to provide for the final settlement of its 
affairs, and for other purposes, which was originated in the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the Senate adjourned until this evening, 
three o’clock. 


EVENING SESSION, December 31st, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment, and resumed the considera¬ 
tion of the amendment of Mr. Norris-the question was upon striking 
out, and the yeas and nays were demanded. Yeas 9-Nays 19: 

YEAS-messrs President, Fleming, Gilchrist, Griffin, Norris, Oliver, 
Smith, Spruill, and Walker of L. 

NAYS-messrs. Arrington, Ashe, Bishop, Creagh, Dargan, Dent, 
Hardaway, Harris, Hudson, Marchbanks, McAlpin, McClanahan, Posey, 
Reese, Walker of B., Ward, Watrous, Watkins, Winston and Wilson. 

The Senate refused to strike out and the amendment was lost. 

Mr. Creagh offered the following amendment to come in at the end of 
the second section, to wit: 

“Provided further, That if one third of said debt and interest shall 
not be paid as required by this act, it shall be the duty of said President 
and Directors to proceed to collect the entire debt and interest without 
delay.” 

Upon which the yeas and nays were demanded. Yeas 9-Nays 19: 

YEAS-messrs. Arrington, Ashe, Creagh, McAlpin, Norris, Reese, 
Spruill, Walker of B. and Ward. 

NAYS-messrs. President, Bishop, Dargan, Dent, Fleming, Gil¬ 
christ, Griffin, Hardaway, Harris, Hudson, Moores, Marchbanks, Mc¬ 
Clanahan, Oliver, Smith, Walker of L. Watkins, Winston and Wilson. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Watrous offered the following amendment to the end of the se¬ 
cond section, to wit: 

“Provided, that the President and Directors of the Bank and Branches 
shall have discretionary power of the bad debts, to compromise by the 
payment of a less sum, when satisfied that it would be for the interest of 
the Bank.” 

On motion of Mr. Norris, the Senate then adjourned until to-morrow 
morning, ten o’clock. 


WEDNESDAY, January 1st, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Reese presented a petition from sundry citizens of Randolph; 
which was referred to the committee on propositions and grievances. 
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Mr. Hudson presented to the Senate a statement of the indebtedness 
of the members of the General Assembly to the State Bank and Branches, 
and also the indebtedness of the President and Directors and officers of 
the several Banks; which on motion was referred to the Stale Bank com¬ 
mittee, with instructions to have the indebtedness of the President and 
Directors and officers of the several Banks printed, if in their judgment 
it be necessary. 

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
which was referred so much of the Governors message, as relates to 
weights and measures, reported that they have had the same under con¬ 
sideration, and asked to be discharged from the further consideration of 
the subject, as there is a bill now before the Senate embracing the object 
contemplated. 

The report was concurred in, and the committee discharged. 

Mr. Harris, from the committee on the judiciary, to which was refer¬ 
red a bill to be entitled an act for the benefit of Elizabeth H. Thorpe, re¬ 
ported the same back to the Senate, amended as therein shown, and re¬ 
commended the passage of the bill. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading. Yeas 18—- Nays 11:

Mr. Hardaway, from the committee on enrolled bills, reported as cor¬ 
rectly enrolled: 

An act for the relief of James H. Rains, of Blount county: 

And, joint resolutions of both Houses upon the subject of postage. 

Mr. Harris, from the committee on the Penitentiary, to which was 
referred a resolution requiring said committee, to inquire into the expe¬ 
diency of abolishing so much of the Penal Code as punishes females by 
imprisonment in the State Penitentiary, reported a bill of the following 
title, and recommended its passage: 

A bill to be entitled an act in relation to the punishment of females. 
The bill was read the first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Hardaway, from the committee on internal improvement and in¬ 
land navigation, to which was referred a resolution instructing them to 
inquire into the expediency of granting to S. G. Ingersol, John Godwin 
and others, of Russell county, the privilege of building a rail road, re¬ 
ported a bill of the following title, and recommended its passage: 

A bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Girard Rail Road Com¬ 
pany; which was read the first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the committee on the judiciary, to which was 
referred an engrossed bill from the House, entitled in act in relation to 
amending bills for injunctions, reported the same back to the Senate, as 
inexpedient to be passed. 

The report was concurred in. 
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Mr. McAlpin, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act to amend the road laws in the counties of Greene and 
Marengo, reported the bill back to the Senate, without amendment, and 
recommended its passage. 

The report was concurred in--the bill read the second time and or¬ 
dered to a third reading. 

Mr. Reese, from the select committee, to which was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act to regulate Sheriffs and Coroners sales in certain 
counties, reported the bill back to the Senate, with the following amend¬ 
ment, and recommended its passage: 

Strike out the words, “the same once a week for at least three weeks" 
in the eighth and ninth lines of the first section, and insert the following: 

“ Said lands once a week for at least, lour weeks, and negroes once a 
week for at least two weeks.” 

And at the end of the first section, the following proviso: 

And provided further That it shall also be the duty of said sheriff or 
coroner, to advertise said lands and negroes, in the same manner as is 
now prescribed by law. 

The report and amendments were concurred in, and the bill reads 
second time and ordered to a third reading. 

Mr Norris, from the select committee, to whom was referred the bill 
to be entitled an act to apportion representatives to the several counties 
in this State, and to divide the State into Senatorial districts, reported the 
bill back to the Senate with the following amendment, and recommended 
its passage. 

Strike out “Marion” where it occurs in the seventh line, and insert 
it before “Henry” in the tenth line. 

Strike out “ Perry" where it occurs in the eighteenth line, and insert 
it before “Henry” in the tenth line. 

In the first section, strike out the second, third and fourth sections is 
the bil, and insert in lieu thereof, two additional sections. 

The question was on concurring in the report of the committee. 

Mr. Walthall called for a division of the question, which was first 
taken on concurring in the amendment to the first section, and lost. 

On motion of Mr. Reese, the bill and amendments were then post¬ 
poned until tomorrow, at twelve o’clock, and made the special order for 
that hour. 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the special order, it being the Rank 
bill, was taken up: 

And on mutton of Mr. Dent, it was suspended in order to allow the 
committees to make reports. 

Mr. Hudson, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act to enable the Judges of the County Courts, and Com¬ 
missioners of roads and revenue for the county of Franklin, to sell cer¬ 
tain lands therein specified, and for other purposes, reported the bill 
back to the Senate without amendment, and recommended its passage. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill read a second time and order¬ 
ed to a third reading on to-morrow. 
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Mr. Dent introduced a bill to be entitled an act vest in Ruthy L. 

Brown, wife of David Brown, of Tuscaloosa county, certain rights and 
privileges therein named, and for other purposes; which was read the first 
time and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Dargan introduced a bill to be entitled an act to establish a separate 
criminal Court in the county of Mobile; which was read the first time 
and ordered to a second reading on to morrow. 

Mr. Terry, (Mr. Fleming in the Chair,) introduced a bill to be enti- 
tiled an act for the relief of Mrs. Mahulda Childress; which was read the 
first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. McAlpin introduced a bill to be entitled an act for the relief of 
Martha Richardson; which was read the first time and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Terry, (Mr. Fleming in the Chair,) introduced a bill to be enti¬ 
tled an act to collect the bad and doubtful debts due the Bank of the 
State of Alabama and its several Branches; which was read the first time 
and ordered to second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Ward introduced a bill to be entitled an act for relief of Eliza¬ 
beth Oats, of Henry county; which was read the first time and ordered 
to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Reese introduced a joint resolution to extend the time of pay¬ 
ment to the purchasers of sixteenth sections, and indebtedness on six¬ 
teenth sections on loans; which was read the first time and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr. Winston moved to take from the table a bill to be entitled an act 
to amend and alter the law relating to the estates of decreased persons; 
which was carried, and the bill placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr. Hardaway, from the committee on enrolled bills, reported as cor¬ 
rectly enrolled: 

Joint resolutions for the relief of Dr. Ransom Warner, remunerating 
said Warner for medical services. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consideration of the special order of 
the day, which was a bill entitled an act to adjust and liquidation the af¬ 
fairs of the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several Branches-the 
question pending was the amendment offered by Mr. Watrous, on yester¬ 
day, which was adopted. 

Mr. Spruill moved to strike out the word “two” when it occurs, and 
insert “one” in lieu thereof, in the fifth section; which motion was 
lost. 

Mr. McAlpin moved to strike out the sixth section, which is in these 
words, to wit: 

And be it further enacted, That the President and Directors shall 
have power to renew and extend a debt, when the interest of the Bank 
requires the same to be done; but on such renewal, all the parties to the 
old security, shall be parties to the new security, except in cases, where 
some of the parties tot he old security are dead, insolvent, or have re¬ 
moved from the State; and on such renewal, the President and Directors 
may require such payment as they may see fit, but no debt shall be thus 
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extended except in those cases where the interest and security of the 
Bank require it. 

Mr. Fleming moved to recommit the bill to the committee on the 
State Bank, with the amendments, which was lost. 

The question then recurred upon the motion to strike out the sixth 
section of the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, the Senate adjourned until this evening 
three o’clock. 


EVENING SESSION, January 1st, 1845. 

The Senate met according to adjournment, and resumed the conside¬ 
ration of the special order,—-the question was upon striking out the sixth 
section. 

Mr. Dargan offered the following as a substitute for the sixth section, 
to wit: 

And be it further enacted, That whenever it shall appear to the Pre¬ 
sident and Directors that any debt now considered good, will be lost by 
forcing the collection thereof by suit, they are hereby authorized upon ad¬ 
ditional security being given, to extend the payment thereof, not more 
more than one year; and they are hereby authorized to renew the secu¬ 
rity, but upon-such renewal, all the parties to the old security shall be 
parties to the new, except in such cases when some of the parties to the 
old security are dead, insolvent, or have removed; and in those cases it 
shall be discretionary with the President and Directors, whether they 
will require all the parties to the old security or not; and on such re¬ 
newal the President and Directors may require such cash payment, as 
they may see fit, but no debt is to be thus renewed or extended, unless 
the President and Directors of said bank believe that the debt will be 
lost without such extension. 

A division of the question being called, it was first taken on striking 
out the sixth section, and carried. 

The question was then upon inserting the amendment of Mr. Dargan, 
and was lost. Yeas ll--Nays 17: 

YEAS-messrs. President Dargan, Fleming, Griffin, McClanahan, 
Oliver, Posey, Smith, Walker of L. Watkins and Wilson. 

NAYS—messrs. Ashe, Bishop, Creagh, Dent, Hardaway, Harris, 
Hudson, Marchbanks, McAlpin, Norris, Reese, Spruill, Walker of B. 
Ward, Watrous, Walthall and Winston. 

Mr. Walthall offered the following as a substitute for the sixth sec¬ 
tion: 

“And be it further enacted, That the President and Directors shall 
require upon every renewal all the parties to the old security, to the 
new security, except in cases where some of the parties to the old secu¬ 
rity arc dead, insolvent, or have removed from the State: And Provid¬ 
ed, that in every renewal at least thirty-three and a third per cent, of 
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the debt, together with all interest due thereon, be paid as is provided 
for by the second section of this bill.” 

Mr. McClanahan moved to amend the amendment by striking out 
the words “from the State” where they occur, which was lost. 

The amendment was then adopted. 

Mr. Terry, (Mr. Hudson in the chair,) offered the following amend¬ 
ment as an additional section to the bill, to wit: 

“And be it further enacted, That the President and Directors of 
of the State Bank and branches may take Bills of Exchange drawn 
upon a solvent Commission House in New Orleans, in payment of any 
curtailment, or payment required by said bonds: Provided, that in no 
case where payments are made in bills of exchange as aforesaid, theen- 
dorser upon the note upon which the payment is made, shall be re¬ 
quired as endorser upon all bills taken in payment of such curtailments, 
and also other endorsers if in the opinion of the President and Directors 
the security of the bills may require it; and in no such case of payment 
by bills of any curtailment shall any credit be entered upon any such 
note as the bill of exchange is taken as a payment, but shall be held as 
collateral security until said bills shall have been paid, and when so 
paid then the proper credit shall be given to said notes.” 

Mr. McClanahan offered the following amendment to the amend¬ 
ment of Mr. Terry. 

“Provided, that on all bills purchased according to the provisions of 
this section, the damage for non-payment shall be twenty per cent, 
which was adopted 

On motion of .Mr. Winston the amendment of Mr. Terry was further 
amended by inserting after the words “New Orleans,” “having not 
more than six months to run.” 

Mr. Dent moved to reconsider the vote adopting the amendment of 
Mr. Winston. 

The yeas and nays being demanded: 

Those who voted in the affirmative, are--messrs. President, Ashe, 
Bishop, Dent, Fleming, Griffin, Hardaway, Hudson, McAlpin, McClan¬ 
ahan, Oliver, Smith, Walker of L. Ward, Winston and Wilson.

Mr. Winston then withdrew the amendment, and moved to amend 
by inserting the words “not more than ten months.”

Which was adopted. 

The question was then upon the adoption of Mr. Terry's amendment 
as amended.

“ Provided further, That no sale of the real estate belonging to any 
of the Banks of this State shall be made unless the same shall be made 
at the appraised value, nor shall any appraisement be made for a less 
amount than three fourths of the original costs of such real estate.” 

On motion of Mr. Fleming the Senate adjourned until to-morrow 
morning, ten o'clock. 


THURSDAY, JANUARY 2, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the committee on the judiciary, to which was 
referred an engrossed bill for the relief of Thomas E. Montgomery, re¬ 
ported the same to the Senate without amendment, and recommended 
its passage. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the same committee, to which was referred 
an engrossed bill for the relief of Lucinda Merrett, reported the same 
back to the Senate amended as therein shown, and recommended its 
passage. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill ordered to a third read¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the same committee, to which was refered an 
engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, for the relief of pur¬ 
chasers of a certain sixteenth section in the county of Barbour, reported 
the same back to the Senate and recommended its passage. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the same committee, made the following re¬ 
port, to wit: 
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The judiciary committee, to which was referred the bill from 
the House of Representatives, entitled an act to incorporate the 
Trustees of the Bishop's Fund of the Prostestant Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of Alabama, have had the same under considera¬ 
tion and instructed me to report, that they have carefully examined the 
several provisions of the said act, and that they are unable to discover 
any objection to the act itself; that the object desired to be reached by 
said act cannot be attained by the general laws upon the subject of the 
incorporation of Churches ; the general law upon this subject merely au¬ 
thorizes the incorporation of individual parishes and nothing more. 

By the organization of the Protestant Episcopal Church it is not ordina¬ 
rily usual for the Bishops to have the care of a Parish, his Episco¬ 
pal duties require him to have the oversight of all the Parish Churches 
in his Diocese; his salary consequently is not paid by any particular 
Parish, but is fixed by the Convention of the Church which is held an¬ 
nually and is raised by assessment made by the convention on the sev¬ 
eral Parish Churches. 

The convention is desirous if possible by voluntary donations to be 
made by the members of the churches, and such other personsas may be 
pleased to assist them for that purpose to raise a small fund, the interest 
of which maybe under their direction, devoted towards the payment 
of the annual salary of the Bishop. Your committee would further 
state, that but a very small beginning has as yet been made towards the 
raising of said fund, not exceeding in the whole, it is believed two thou¬ 
sand dollars. Your committee are advised that at the last convention of 
the church, the persons named in the act were appointed Trustees to 
manage the said fund under the direction of the Convention, 

The object of the act is to give those persons and their successors cor¬ 
porate powers, that the said fund may be the more safely and conven¬ 
iently managed. Your committee would further state that this act 
does not incorporate the Episcopal Church or any Parish of the said 
Church, nor does it in any manner render the Bishops independent of 
the people of his diocese, as it respects his salary, for by the express 
provisions of the act, as will be seen, the Trustees hold the funds subject 
to the convention and not subject to the Bishop. The committee 
therefore reported the said act back to the Senate and respectfully re¬ 
commended its passage. 

The question was upon ordering the bill to a third reading, and the 
yeas and nays were demanded. 

Those who voted in the affirmative, are— President, Dargan, 
Dougherty, Fleming, Gilchrist, Harris, Moores, McAlpin, Oliver, Reese, 
Smith, Walker of B. Watrous, Walthall, Watkins and Winston.— 16. 

Those who voted in the negative, are- messrs. Arrington. Ashe, 
Bishop, Creagh, Dent, Griffin, Hardaway, Hudson, Marchbanks, Mc- 
Clanahan, Norris, Spruill, Walker of L. Ward and Wilson— 15. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Watkins from the committee on education, to which was re¬ 
ferred the annual report of the Trustees of the University, reported that 
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as no legislative action is necessary to grow out of it, they take pleasure 
in bearing testimony to the efficiency and fidelity of the Board, and to 
the competency and zeal of the Faculty: and asked to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject. 

The committee were discharged. 

Mr. Watkins, from the same committee, to which was referred a reso¬ 
lution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of adopting a 
common school system in this State, reported that however desirous 
they may be to see such a system adopted, they find the finances of the 
State inadequate to the accomplishment of the design; and asked to be 
discharged from the consideration of the same. 

The Senate on motion of Mr. Smith, laid the report upon the table. 

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
which was referred the petition of the citizens of Randolph county 
asking that Archibald Sawyers should be released from a judgment ob¬ 
tained against him as one of the securities of William B Campbell, tax 
collector for the county of Randolph, on his paying his proportionate 
part of said judgment, reported that it is inexpedient to grant the prayer 
of the petitioner ; and asked to be discharged from the further considera¬ 
tion of the subject. 

On motion of Mr. Reese, the report was laid upon the table. 

Mr. Fleming offered the following resolution; which was adopted: 

Resolved by the Senate, That the committee on the judiciary be re¬ 
quested to report to the Senate at as early a day as practicable on the sub¬ 
ject of biennial sessions of the Legislature. 

Mr. Moores introduced a bill entitled an act to amend the several 
laws now in force incorporating the town of Demopolis, in Marengo 
county; which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Dougherty introduced a bill entitled an act to regulate suits 
against Courts of roads and revenue; which was read a first time and 
ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Hudson offered the following preamble and resolution; which was 
adopted: 

Whereas, from a decision of the Supreme Court, it appears that in a 
suit before a justice of the peace, if the plaintiffs demand be over twenty 
dollars, the defendant is barred fom his oath in proving an offset against 
said action. 

Therefore be it resolved, That the committee on the judiciary be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of so amending the laws as to 
give the right to the defendant in actions of this kind, to prove by his 
own oath, offsets to the amount of twenty dollars, subject however to be 
controverted by the oath of the plaintiffs, and that they report by bill or 
otherwise. 

Mr Walthall introduced a bill entitled an an act to authorize Edward 
Cunningham, to be, and remain in the State of Alabama; which was 
read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Dargan introduced a bill in regard to interest due on State Bonds, 
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used for stock in the Bank of Mobile, which was read a first time and 
ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the judiciary committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred engrossed joint resolutions from the House of Representatives, 
proposing amendments to the constitution, providing for biennial sessions 
of the Legislature, reported the following amendment: 

Strike out the third resolution, and insert the following: 

And be if further resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Sheriff 
of each county, at the same time he advertises the annual election, also 
to advertise that the voters will be required to vote for or against the 
amendments of the constitution above specified in these resolutions. 

The committee reported the following amendments to come in at the 
end of the first resolution, to wit: 

Strike out the twenty-ninth section of the third article, which perma¬ 
nently locates the seat of government in this State: after the words “on 
the back of his ticket,” insert the following: “ and it shall further be the 
duty of the officer holding the election to ask of each voter, “ are you 
in favor of removing the seat of government from Tuscaloosa,” and shall 
endorse his answer, “ yea” or “ nay” on the back of his ticket, and with 
the amendment, the committee recommended the passage of the reso- 
resolution. 

The question was on concurring in the report of the committee. 

Mr. Hudson called for a division of the question, which was on strik¬ 
ing out the third resolution. 

Mr. Fleming moved to lay the report of the committee on the table, 
The yeas and nays were demanded:

And be it further enacted, That the Governor, with the President 
and Directors of the State Bank, may, when adjudged for the interest 
of the State, use any portion of the moneys collected by virtue of this 
act, in the purchase of the bonds of Alabama at their market value, 

The amendment was was lost. 

Mr. Oliver offered the following amendment, as an additional section, 
to wit: 

And be it further enacted, That the President and Directors of the 
State Bank, or of the several Branches are authorized, all agreeing, and 
with the consent of the Governor, whenever satisfactory evidence is 
given that all contracts and curtailments have been faithfully com¬ 
plied with on the part of the Bank debtor, to take less than the sum re¬ 
quired in the second section of this act, requiring in all cases undoubt¬ 
ed or additional security to be given on the notes to be taken : And 
provided further, that in all cases of debtors falling to make pay¬ 
ment on notes so taken, that suit shall be commenced upon the whole 
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debt: And provided further, that the provisions of this section shall 
not extend beyond the meeting of the next Legislature. 

Upon the adoption of the amendment the yeas and nays were cal¬ 
led.

FRIDAY, January 3, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Hudson, from the committee on accounts and claims, to which 
was referred a bill from the House of Representatives, entitled 
an act for the compensation of John R. Ware and Lawson Willi¬ 
ford for certain services therein named, reported the same back without 
amendment and recommended its passage.

The committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was referred the corres¬ 
pondence between the Inspectors of the Penitentiary and Messrs. Ro¬ 
gers, Ketchum, and Grosvenor, of Patterson, New Jersey, and Alexander 
Jones of the City of New York, and M. Lawson, Agent of the Eastern 
Manufacturing Company, in reference to the Manufacture of Rope and 
Bagging from cotton and hemp as also the estimates, plans and draw¬ 
ings, accompanying said correspondence, have had the same under con- 
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sideration and have instructed me to report, that from said estimate the 
probable cost of the machinery necessary to employ as many as fifty-six 
hands, would be about twenty-one thousand dollars, and in proportion 
for any less number, and that of the necessary additional buildings from 
twenty-five hundred to three thousand dollars; other expenses would 
be necessarily increased in the pay of agents to put up said machinery 
and superintendants to keep it in order. 

However favorable your committee might be disposed to regard the 
project of applying the labor of the convicts to this branch of industry 
under more prosperous auspices, yet in view of the embarrassments 
which now surround the State they have instructed me to report, that 
they deem it inexpedient to legislate upon the subject at this time, and 
beg to be discharged from its further consideration. 

The committee were discharged. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the judiciary committee, to which was refer¬ 
red the petition of Mahulda Childress, reported the same to the Senate 
without any action thereon, for the reason that a bill is now pending 
before the Senate embracing the object of the prayer of the petitioner, 
and asked to be discharged from the further consideration of the sub¬ 
ject. 

The committee was discharged. 

Mr. Walker of B. from the same committee, to which was referred a bill 
from the House of Representatives, entitled an act to repeal in part 
an act in Clay's Digest, page five hundred and ninety, section third, re¬ 
ported the same to the Senate without amendment, and recommended 
its passage.

Mr. President— On yesterday when I announced the death of my 
respected friend and colleague, of the other House, and moved the ad¬ 
journment of the Senate, I felt unable to give full utterance to my feel¬ 
ings, nor with propriety break the deep and solemn silence which then 
surrounded us. But to-day, before the adoption of the resolutions, I feel 
it to be my duty to offer a lew remarks. 

Col RICHARD C. BUNTING was bom in Sampson county, North Caro¬ 
lina, and was at the time of his death, about fifty years of age. He 
filled several high offices in his native State— being Clerk for twelve or 
fifteen years of the County Court; of Robinson County. He was af¬ 
terwards elected a delegate to the Convention that amended the Con¬ 
stitution of the State. He afterwards moved to the county of Mont¬ 
gomery, in this State, and soon, by his intelligence and gentlemanly de¬ 
portment, won upon the confidence of his neighbors, and all who be¬ 
came acquainted with him. His courageous, generous and noble na¬ 
ture; his high sense of honor and uniform independence of character 
was proverbial— a kind neighbor, a constant friend, faithful in all the 
relations of life— such an one when torn from his family and friends, 
is never to be forgotten; such an one is indeed a great loss to our 
State. 

What a lesson, Mr. President, has been taught us. What shadows 
we are, fleeting, passing away! 

On Friday last, Col. BUNTING was busy in performing the high duties 
entrusted to him. On that day the Clerk of the House arrayed his 
name as he voted for or against the measures under consideration— to¬ 
day, perchance, his name is carved on the monumental marble. But 
yesterday, as it were, he was one of us— to day, we consign his re¬ 
mains to the silent tomb!

The bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act to autho¬ 
rize the erection of a toll bridge or public ferry across Will's creek, 
and for other purposes:

Mr. Walthall, from the same committee, to which was referred a 
joint memorial to the Congress of the United States requesting a grant 
of land for each township wherein the sixteenth sections have proven 
valueless, reported the same to the Senate, and recommended its adop¬ 
tion. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the memorial was referred to a select 
committee, consisting of messrs. Hudson, Creagh and Posey. 

Mr. Creagh offered the following resolution; which was adopted: 

Resolved by the Senate, That with the concurrence of the House of 
Representatives, the two Houses will assemble in the Hall of the House 
on Saturday the eleventh instant, at the hour of twelve o'clock, for the 
purpose of electing a Judge of the County Court for the county of 
Washington, and a member of the Medical Board for the city of Tus¬ 
caloosa. 

Mr. Oliver introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to secure the right 
of appeal from the judgment of the City Council of Montgomery; 
which was read the first time, and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Spruill, the bill from the House of Representa¬ 
tives, to extend the term of the Circuit Court of Pickens, and to change 
the time of holding the Circuit Court of Sumter, was taken from the 
table and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow.

SATURDAY, January 11, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

A message from the House of Representatives, by Mr. Clitherall: 
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indeed any other agricultural product, an undue proportion of capital 
and labor, was withdrawn from the grain growing States of the North 
and North-west, and transferred to the cotton planting States of the 
South. So long as the growth of cotton was confined within the rea¬ 
sonable limits of consumption, it yielded a handsome profit to the plan¬ 
ter, and hence it has been the exclusive product of this State and os 
the cotton growing States generally, until they have become entirely 
dependent upon the cotton crop alone. For years past, the price haf 
continued to decline, and the quantity to increase. The supply greatly 
exceeds the demand, and is likely to do-so unless a part of the capital 
and labor, now employed in the culture of cotton, can be diverted to 
some other branch of industry. The over production of cotton has al¬ 
most rendered it unsaleable ; and your committee believe that the arti¬ 
cle from excessive production, will in a short time not be worth the ex¬ 
penses of its cultivation, unless means are devised to withdraw a part 
a part of the labor and capital employed in it, to some other sources of 
wealth. The planter is reduced to a dangerous state of vassalage and 
dependance, upon foreign markets, and foreign speculators. It is in 
their power to fix the price; the planter has put it out of his power to 
have any control over the value of his labor, and the consequence is, 
that a general gloom pervades the whole planting interest. It has al¬ 
most destroyed itself by the competition induced by the stimulus of 
fonner high prices, and as planting has fallen from a profitable to a ru¬ 
inous business, those engaged in it must of necessity seek out other 
employments. 

The mineral resources of this State have not been developed; it is 
believed to abound in iron, lead, zinc, copper, gold, silver, &c. The 
region watered by the Tallapoosa, is known to contain valuable mines 
of gold and silver. In the county of Randolph, mining is the princi¬ 
pal employment of its inhabitants. The principal mines arc Arbi- 
coochy, Pirsetucky, Ofer, Golconda, and Emuckfaw, besides others, 
which are owned by individuals. The mines afford employment to 
from three hundred to five hundred persons, and yield annually to the 
value of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars. In the same 
county three silver mines have been discovered, (one of which is very 
rich,) besides inexhaustable beds of rich iron ore, which, on trial, is 
found not to loose twenty-five per cent, in smelting. 

In the county of Tallapoosa, one gold and one silver mine has been 
discovered, tins gold mine (called Goldville) employs several hundred 
hands. Gold has been found in the counties of Talladega, Coosa, and 
Chambers. It is understood by your committee that this rich ruining 
region has never been examined, by scientific persons. A mineralogi- 
cat, and geological survey of this mineral region would, doubtless, lead 
to the most valuable discoveries. 

In the county of Blount, nitre is found in great abundance, from 
which the manufacture of gunpowder could be carried on to any 
sired extent. Lead ore is found in the bed of the Tennessee river on 
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the great Muscle Shoals. The ore is excellent and abundant. Your com¬ 
mittee have merely referred to some of the mineralogical discoveries 
which have been made in this State without the aid of a scientific sur¬ 
vey. The limits of tins report will not permit even a summary view 
of the advantages to be expected to agriculture, and indeed to all 
classes from the proposed survey of the State. It will point out other 
valuable branches of industry, viz: mining and manufacturing, to which 
many of our citizens would resort for the just rewards of labor, in 
preference to the unprofitable culture of cotton. 

That portion of the State, the North, and North-east, which is not 
favorable to the growth of cotton, abounds in mineral wealth and wa¬ 
ter power, the two great elements of wealth to the northern States, and 
we may add to whole civilized word Our home staple can no longer 
he relied on as a source of wealth On the contrary, it scarcely prom¬ 
ises the planter the means of subsistence. The depressed condition of 
the planting interest, caused by over production, points strongly to the 
necessity of turning a part of the labor and enterprise of our citizens to 
other branches of industry. To aid in tins most desirable object, your 
committee are of opinion that it is the duty of the General Assembly, in 
view of the depressed condition of agriculture in this State, at the pro¬ 
per time, to lend a helping band to the development of its mineral and 
geological resources; but your committee believe that whenever in the 
wisdom of the Legislature the proposed survey shall be attempted a 
sum adequate to the undertaking should be appropriated; and in view 
of the embarrassed condition of the State your committee are of opin¬ 
ion, that it is inexpedient at ibis time to make the necessary appropria¬ 
tion; yet it is to be hoped that at no distant day the State will be in a 
condition to undertake this important and desirable work. 

On motion of Mr. Posey, the report and bill were laid on the table 
for the present. 

Mr. Walker of L. from the committee on education, to which was 
referred the petition of Mary J. Kellum, reported a bill and recommea- 
ded its passage. 

The bill entitled an act, for the relief of Mary J. Kellum, was read 
the first time, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Terry, (Mr. Dent in the chair) introduced a bill to be entitled an 
act, to change the time of holding the Circuit Court of Limestone coun¬ 
ty; which was read the first time: 

On motion of Mr. Terry, the constitutional rule was suspended, and 
the bill read the second time: 

On motion of Mr. Terry, the constitutional rule was further suspen¬ 
ded, and the bill read the third time forthwith, and passed 

Mr Spruill offered a preamble and resolution to the Congress of the 
United States, requesting the passage of a law, pennitting the State of 
Alabama, to apply the two percent, fund arising from the sale of pub¬ 
lic lands, to the payment of her foreign and domestic debt, which was 
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read, and on motion of Mr. Walker of B. referred to the committee on 
federal relations. 

On motion of Mr. Fleming the bill was taken from the table entitled 
an act authorizing the Governor to appoint an agent to collect from the 
Federal Government the sums due this State, for advances on account of 
Creek Indian hostilities: 

The question was upon concurring in the amendments reported by the 
committee on the judiciary. The Senate concurred, and the bill was or¬ 
dered to a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr. Oliver offered joint resolutions for the relief of Archibald Saw¬ 
yer; which were read the first time, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Creagh presented the account of S. S. Houston; which was re¬ 
ferred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

On motion of Mr. Spruill, the bill from the House of Representatives 
entitled an act to change the time of holding the County Court of Pick¬ 
ens County, from the fourth Monday in January to the first Monday in 
March, was taken from the table. 

The question was upon the passage of the bill which was put, and 

lost. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the resolutions of Mr. 
Posey, recommending a sale of the State Bank and Branches, which had 
been postponed to this day. 

Mr. Posey offered the following amendment to the end of the fifth re¬ 
solution, to wit-“or the purchases may be required to obtain the bonds 
of the State to be cancelled prior to any transfer of the assets of the 
Bank." 

On motion of Mr. Walker of B. the resolutions and proposed amend¬ 
ment was referred to a select committee, consisting of Messrs. Posey, 
Walker of B. and Hudson. 

The joint resolutions in relation to the common school fund, was read 
the second time. 

Mr. Norris moved its reference to a select committee: and the yeas 
and nays were demanded.

The bill from the House of Representatives, to incorporate the Mobile 
and Baldwin County Manufacturing Company, was read the second time: 

And on motion of Mr. Hudson referred to the committee on the judi¬ 
ciary. 

The bill from the House of Representatives, to increase the salary of 
the Judge of the County Court of Mobile county, was read a second 
lime, and ordered to a third reading. 

The bill from the House of Representatives, for the relief of Vines 
Smith, of the county of Coosa, was read the second lime.

That the committee commenced their labors by causing the Repre¬ 
sentatives of the several counties to attend at Bank, and mark the in¬ 
debtedness of their respective counties to the said Banks and Branches, 
and classify the same into good, bad, doubtful and unknown. Your 
committee believe the classification has been perfonned with great care 
and accuracy. 

The amount of debts due the Banks are classed, as follows, viz: 

GOOD-Six million, seven hundred and fifty five thousand, one hun¬ 
dred and three dollars and twenty seven cents. 

DOUBTFUL-One million nineteen thousand, three hundred and nine¬ 
ty-five dollars and eighteen cents. 

BAD-Six million, one hundred and seventy nine thousand, six hun¬ 
dred and eighty dollars and twenty-seven cents. 

UNKNOWN- Six hundred and thirty two thousand, seven hundred and 
ninety two dollars and forty-eight cents. 

Making a grand total of indebtedness due the Banks, fourteen mil¬ 
lions, five hundred and eighty six thousand, nine hundred and seventy- 
one dollars and twenty cents. 

Your committee feel assured that this classification gives as accurate 
a statement as could be expected under the circumstances-yet from 
their knowledge of the debts classed “bad,” “doubtful,” and “un¬ 
known,” they believe a considerable amount of it could be collected, pre- 
vided a more efficient mode of collection could be adopted-either by 
giving the directors more discretion over that class of indebtedness, or

by appointing competent agents to collect the same. There is good 
reason to believe that many of the debtors classed bad, doubtful and 
unknown, are not insolvent in point of fact, but in various ways have 
eluded the payment of their debts. 

Your committee have had a condensed statement made out, showing 
the amount of each class of debts due from each county, and to each 
Bank and the amount due to all the Banks; which is herewith respect¬ 
fully submitted to the Senate with a recommendation to have one hun¬ 
dred copies of the report and condensed statement printed in pamph¬ 
let form, for the use of the Senate. 

Mr Creagh moved to amend the report by ordering one thousand 
copies of the report and statement printed; which was lost. 

Mr. Arrington moved to have five hundred copies printed, which was

The report of the committee was then concurred in.

Mr Hudson, from the select committee, to which was referred an 
engrossed preamble and joint resolutions in relation to the public lands, 
reported that it would be sound policy in the General Government to 
graduate the price of the unsold lands in this State as claimed by the 
resolutions. The land is unsaleable at its present minimum price and 
is becoming less valuable by the destroying of the timber, and the occu¬ 
pation of lands by transient persons. If the prices were so graduated 
as to ensure the sale of the lands this State would be greatly benefited 
by an addition to its permanent population, and by an increased 
amount of the land tax — the last mentioned benefit is all important in 
the present condition of the State. 

The preamble and resolutions were then adopted. 

Mr. Hudson, from the select committee, to which was referred the 
joint resolutions in relation to a common school fund, reported, that the 
Legislature has twice refused to accept her share of the proceeds of the 
sales of the public lands upon the principle of distribution, because it 
is but another mode of sanctioning a protective tariff. The application 
of the fund to the support of common schools does not change the prin¬ 
ciple upon which it would have to be raised, if received at all. For 
these reasons in brief the committee conclude that it is inexpedient to 
pass the bill.

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on propositions and grievances, to 
which was referred a bill to compensate Levi Robbins, reported the same 
to the Senate, amended by striking but the word “Treasurer,” and in¬ 
serting the word “Comptroller,” and as amended recommended the pas¬ 
sage of the bill.

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Mr. Posey made the following report: 

The committee appointed on the part of the Senate, to confer with the 
committee on the part of the House, upon the disagreement of the two 
Houses, as to the apportionment bill of the House of Representatives in 
the discharge of the duty assigned them by the Senate, have conferred 
twice with the committee of the House, and a majority of the Senate's 
committee have instructed me to report, that, at the first conference, after 
free discussion upon the subject of difference between the two Houses 
the committee of the House submitted the following communication: 

The committee on the part of the House, in addition to the objections 
urged verbally, to the amendments of the Senate, which constituted the 
ground of disagreement between the two branches of the Legislature, 
urge that the bill of the House is a nearer approximation to the equality 
of white inhabitants, contemplated by the tenth section of the third ar¬ 
ticle of the constitution, that the amendment proposed by the Senate; 
and as instances of that want of inequality in the said amendments, they 
invite the attention of the committee on the part of the Senate, to the 
following glaring irregularities: 

1. In said amendments, the county of Lawrence is made one Senato¬ 
rial district, with a white population seven thousand three hundred and 
sixteen. 

2. The county of Dallas is made one senatorial district, with a white 
population of seven thousand three hundred and seventy-eight—the two 
having a white population of fourteen thousand six hundred and ninety- 
four-while the counties of Randolph, with a white population of seven 
thousand four hundred and eleven, and Tallapoosa, with a while popu¬ 
lation of seven thousand, eight hundred and eighty-six, each having a lar¬ 
ger population than that of either Lawrence or Dallas, are made one 
district. 

In like manner, the amendment makes the county of Pike, with a pop¬ 
ulation of seven thousand, six hundred and fifty-one, and Barbour with 
a population of eight thousand and twenty, one district. 

Again, the counties of De Kalb and Cherokee, with an aggregate white 
population of fifteen thousand, two hundred and one, are made one dis¬ 
trict by said amendment. So, Henry, Dale and Coffee, are made one dis¬ 
trict by said amendment, with a white population of fifteen thousand, 
three hundred and five 

The committee of the House, therefore, say, most respectfully, to the 
committee on the part of the Senate, that they cannot consent to report 
to the House a recommendation to recede from their disagreement to the 
amendments to their bill proposed by the Senate. 

In a spirit of compromise, however, the .committee on the part of the 
House, in the event the Senate’s committee are unwilling to recommend 
to the Senate to recede from said amendments, invite either a proposition 
which conforms to the section of the Constitution above quoted, or that 
the two committees meet again on Monday next, at half after two o’clock, 
in the afternoon, with a view of endeavoring to agree on a bill, founded

on either a reduced number of members in each branch, or on such other 
principles as may confonn to the spirit of the constitution.

To which the Senate's committee responded, as follows: 

The committee on the part of the Senate, having, in a “free confer¬ 
ence” with the committee on the part of the House, explained and justi- 
tied the amendments made by the Senate, as being essential to preserve 
the interests of the ninth and sixteenth sections of the third article of 
the Constitution, have now to say, in reply to the “objections” urged by 
the committee of the House, to the specific instances of inequality of 
white inhabitants in the districts proposed by the amendments of the 
Senate; that there are manifest “inequalities” in the representation of 
white inhabitants in the districts formed by the bill of the House; some 
of which the Senate’s committee beg leave to present to the view of the 
committee on the part of the House. By the bill of the House, the 
county of Limestone, with a white population of eight thousand and three 
only, the county of Cherokee, with only eight thousand, seven hundred 
and two, the county of Russell, with eight thousand, five hundred and 
three, the county of Greene, with eight thousand, five hundred and 
eighty-six, of while population, are made each to form one district; while 
the counties of Lowndes and Dallas, with an aggregate population of 
fourteen thousand, six hundred and ninety-three, are made to fonn one 
district; and the counties of Coosa and Autauga, with an aggregate pop¬ 
ulation of thirteen thousand, one hundred and ninety-tour, are thrown 
into one district. These inequalities in the bill of the House, are refer¬ 
red to show, that perfect equality of senatorial representation is scarcely 
practicable, with a just regard to all the interests of the constitution-- 
one of which is the classification and rotation (of Senators chosen for 
three years,) made perpetual by the thirteenth section of the third 
article. 

If, however, the House's committee can suggest other modifications 
of the Senate's amendments, or the bill of the House, consistent with 
the constitution, by which a more equal senatorial representation can be 
obtained, the committee on the part of the Senate, will, “in a spirit of 
compromise," cheerfully meet the committee of the House at the time 
they have proposed to lake Into consideration any such proposition.

The two committees again met accordingly, when the committee on 
the part of the House, offered the following as a compromise of the dif¬ 
ference between the two Houses, viz: 

That the Senatorial districts, be composed as follows, viz: 

The counties of Mobile, Lauderdale, Franklin, Limestone, Pickens, 
Tuscaloosa. Greene, Perry, Sumter, Madison, Jackson, Cherokee, Ben¬ 
ton, Chambers, Macon, Montgomery, Russell, Talladega and Barbour, 
each to form one district. 
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Lawrence and Morgan, one: 

Jefferson and Walker, one: 

Washington, Clarke and Monroe, one: 

Marengo and Wilcox, one: 

Bibb and Shelby, one: 

Baldwin, Covington, Conecuh and Coffee, one: 

Fayette and Marion, one: 

Blount and Marshall, one: 

Randolph and Tallapoosa, one: 

De Kalb and St. Clair, one: 

Pike and Butler, one: 

Henry and Dale, one: 

Coosa and Autauga, one: 

And Dallas and Lowndes, one district. 

This proposition was rejected by a majority of the committee on the 
part of the Senate; whereupon the committee on the part of the House 
submitted another plan for the division of the State into senatorial dis¬ 
tricts, as a compromise for the consideration of the Senate’s committee, 
to wit: 

That the counties of Madison, Jackson, Cherokee, Benton, Talladega, 
Macon, Montgomery, Russell, Chambers, Barbour, Randolph, Mobile, 
Sumter, Perry, Greene, Tuscaloosa, Pickens, Franklin and Lauderdale, 
each to form one district: 

The counties of Limestone and Morgan, one: 

Lawrence and Walker, one: 

Fayette and Marion, one: 

Wilcox and Marengo, one: 

Jefferson and Shelby, one: 

Dallas and Lowndes, one: 

Washington, Clarke, and Monroe, one: 

Baldwin, Covington, Conecuh and Coffee, one: 

Bibb and Autauga, one: 

De Kalb and St. Clair, one: 

Marshall and Blount, one: 

Coosa and Tallapoosa, one: 

Pike and Butler, one: 

And Henry and Dale, one district, each: 

Which was rejected by a majority of the Senate’s committee upon the 
grounds that each of said propositions conflicted with the Constitution 
in this, that in some of the districts proposed in the two plans of com¬ 
promise offered by the committee of the House, two senators would be 
placed in one district, neither of whose terms of office had expired. 

The committee on the part of the Senate next addresses to the com- 
mitee on the part of the House the following interrogatory: 

“Is it the opinion of the House that the apportionment law vacates 
the seats of all Senators?” 
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To which the committee on the part of the House respectfully an- 
swered- 

“That whatever may be the opinion of individual members of the 
committee, that have not thought it necessary to take the opinions of the 
committee on this subject collectively; leaving this matter solely to the 
action of the Senate at the next session, to be decided by them in judg¬ 
ing of the qualifications of their members.” 

Whereupon, the two committees, not being able to agree upon any 
terms of compromising the difference between the two Houses, sepa¬ 
rated, and a majority of your committee instruct me to report that the 
two committees have disagreed, because the House’s committee insisted 
upon the formation of new districts in some instances, by uniting into 
one, two districts which are represented by senators, neither of whose 
terms of service will expire with the present session, when a majority 
of your committee believe such an arrangement of the districts, would 
be a plain violation of one of the provisions of the constitution, the 
results of which would be, that the Senate would be embarrassed at its 
next sitting, with the claims of two of more senators to one district, a 
difficulty which the majority of your committee believe could not be ob¬ 
viated in any legal made. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

AFTERNOON SESSION, January 21, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment, and proceeded to the con¬ 
sideration of the majority report of the committee of conference. 

Mr. Hudson moved that the Senate concur in the report. 

Mr. Fleming moved to postpone the further consideration of the sub¬ 
ject until to-morrow morning, at eleven o’clock, and make it the special 
order for that hour; which was carried. Yeas 16-Nays 15:

Mr. Posey submitted the following minority report: 

The minority of the committee of the Senate appointed to act with 
the committee of conference on the part of the House, to settle if pos¬ 
sible, the difference between the two Houses in relation to the appor¬ 
tionment bill, cannot acquiesce in the decision of the majority-rejecting 
both of the propositions of compromise submitted by the committee on 
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the part of the House. Although the undersigned voted with the ma¬ 
jority of the Senate in making its amendments to the bill of the House 
under the belief that no new district could be fonned out of two or 
more districts represented by Senators neither of whose terms of office 
had expired, (as was proposed by the bill of the House,) yet on more 
mature reflection, the undersigned have came to the conclusion--that the 
only safe and practical construction which can be given to the constitu¬ 
tional provisions in regard to Senatorial representation, is to consider the 
seats of Senators, who by the apportionment law are placed in one new 
district, as vacated. The question presented is not free from all diffi¬ 
culty, and it has on fonner occasions, as is well known, produced great 
embarrassments--but that construction is the most rational, which pre¬ 
serves as near as may be, all the intents of the Constitution, and produces 
the least practical inconvenience. To maintain that the legal effect of 
every new apportionment law, would be to vacate the seats of all the 
Senators, is but the same thing; as to discard entirely the thirteenth 
section of the third article of the Constitution, which prescribes the 
classification and rotation of Senators. Nor is it necessary for any use¬ 
ful or practical purpose, to insist that a new apportionment of law va¬ 
cates any other than the seats of those Senators, who may he necessa¬ 
rily thrown into the same district, by a new division of the State into 
Senatorial districts in confonnity with the tenth section of the third 
article which directs that the Senatorial districts shall be laid off “as 
nearly equal in the number of while inhabitants as may be.” Whenever 
it is necessary, in order to give effect to this great equitable principle in 
the Constitution (without which it would be an iniquitous bond of union.) 
to form in new district out of two old ones the latter is merged in the 
fonner, and as neither Senator from the two old districts could any longer 
answer to the district from which he had been elected, the seats of both 
Senators would be vacated under the operation of the Constitution itself. 
This construction of the Constitution lenders operative the thirteenth sec- 
lion of the third article, and at the same time gives due regard and ef¬ 
fect to the tenth section--by preserving equality of representation in 
the Senate—without which, this branch of the Legislature would cease 
to command the respect or the confidence of the people. Injustice, if 
any there be, by this rule of construction is dose alone to Senators whose 
districts are thus necessarily merged into a new district for the great con- 
stitutional-and we may add republican—principle of equality of repre¬ 
sentation. And what Senator we would ask would not prefer injustice 
to himself, to a plain and palpable violation of the great constitutional 
right of suffrage? which is done by the reaction of a new district out of 
two, in one of which the tenn of the Senator has expired, and leaving 
the remaining; Senator to represent one county of people who never voted 
for him. We may well pause to review the correctness of any rule of 
construction which takes from a part of the people a district, the right 
to vote for their representative—or which is the same thing—gives him 
a right to represent them, when they have had no voice in his election! 

To destroy the right of suffrage is to sap the very foundation of our 
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Government--but to destroy office which can no longer be held but in 
contravention to the rights of suffrage, and in opposition to equality of 
representation, is a conservative measure infinitely preferable to the 
fonner alternative. 

The undersigned when called to act as part of the committee of conference 
on the part of the Senate, had, in the discharge of that duty to look at¬ 
tentively at the amendments proposed by the Senate to the bill of the 
House, especially when their attention was by the committee of the 
House, particularly directed to the inequalities in representation of the 
districts formed by said amendments. These inequalities in the dis¬ 
tricts were in truth more “glaring” than the undersigned had supposed 
or believed--and when they saw clearly that great injustice was done in 
a sectional point of view, viz : that sixteen districts of the east had 
thirty-four thousand white inhabitants more than sixteen districts in the 
western part of the State, they could but question the correctness of a 
rule of construction that had led to such crying injustice. 

Let that construction of the Constitution contended for by the minor- 
ty of the committee be adopted, and the difficulties and perplexities 
which have heretofore attended a new apportionment, will in future be 
obviated--- the representation in the Senate can be made equal “as near 
as may be” in the just sense of the tenth section of the third article-- 
the classification and rotation of Senators as prescribed in the thirteenth 
section will he maintained-and when once it is established as the law of 
the Senate, that Senators whose seats have been vacated by the opera¬ 
tion of a new apportionment, will be excluded, unless re-elected from 
the new district, the Senate will cease to be embarrassed by the claims 
of Senators to seats thus merged in the creation of a new district. 

The undersigned in view of the imperative duty of the Legislature 
at its present session, to pass an apportionment law to divide the State 
into Senatorial districts, “as nearly equal in white inhabitants as may 
be”- and being constrained to admit that either of the propositions, sub¬ 
mitted by the committee of the House to the Senators committee, does 
make the representation in the Senate more equally that by the amend¬ 
ment made by the Senate, the minority recommend to the Senate as a 
compromise of the difference between the two Houses, the Senatorial di¬ 
vision proposed in the plan first submitted by the Housed committee to 
tiul Senate's committee--as set forth in the report of the majority--and 
that another committee of conference be asked by the Senate, or such 
other as may conform to parliamentary usage, in order to produce an 
agreement between the two Houses upon the subject of apportionment 
-all of winch is respectfully submitted.

And be it further enacted, That the Commissioners so ap¬ 
pointed, shall be authorized and with the consent of the Governor to 
sell any, or all of the property, either real or personal belonging to said 
Banks: Provided, the sacrifice shall not be considered too great, when 
compared with the original purchase. 

Sec. 3 And be it further enacted, That the Commissioners appoint¬ 
ed by the Governor shall have power, if in their opinion the Bank re¬ 
quire it, to appoint agents to settle any claims, which shall be at such a 
distance from the Banks that it would not be expedient for either of said 
Commissioners to leave the institution, and that they be permitted to 
contract for such agents, on the best terms for the good of the institu¬ 
tions, and pay the same out of any moneys collected by said agents so 
appointed. 
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Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That said Commissioners appoint¬ 
ed by the Governor, shall each receive for thier services the sum of three 
thousand dollars per annum. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the Governor and the two 
Commissioners for each Bank, appoint some good and sufficient person, 
who shall take in charge the bad and doubtful debts, and proceed with¬ 
out delay to make the best arrangement with the debtors, with power 
if it seem best to them to compromise the debts having in view at all 
times the ultimate good of the Bank, but in no instance shall any com¬ 
promise be made with a debtor, without the consent of the Governor 
or the two Commissioners. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the Governor and two 
Commissioners appointed for the Bank of the State of Alabama be au¬ 
thorized if it be required necessary have power to provide for the pay¬ 
ment of the interest on the State bonds. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the Bank Attorneys shall re- 
cieve for each case in which they may prosecute, the sum of two dol¬ 
lars as tax fees and no more.” 

Mr. Fleming moved to refer the bill and proposed amendment to the 
committee on the State Bank; which was lost.

Whereas, the constitution of the United States secures to the slave 
holding States, a representation in Congress for three fifths of their 
slave population: And whereas, it has uniformly been the practice of 
the legislatures of the slave holding States, in laying off their Congress¬ 
ional districts, to do so according to the federal population; And 
whereas, the act to divide the State of Alabama into seven Congress¬ 
ional districts, according to the white population, approved February 
thirteenth, eighteen hundrdred and forty three, is a total departure from 
the fixed principles of all the Southern and slave holding States: And 
whereas, the enemies of slavery, and of the slave holding States, have 
made that a pretext, or an excuse for interferring with the institution of 
slavery as it exists, under the constitution of our common country, by 
attempting to alter that instrument, so as to deprive the slave holding 
States of that portion of the political power they have in the Congress 
of the United States, on account of their slave population. Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General assembly convened, That for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining the will of the people of the State of Alabama 
upon this subject, it shall be the duty of the managers at the different 
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election precincts throughout this State at the next general election to 
be held on the first Monday in August next to inquire of each voter, a 
he hands in his ticket, whether he is in favor of or against dividing the 
State into congressional districts according to the white population 
alone, and that they shall endorse or cause to be endorsed noon the back 
of each ticket the words “ white basis” or “ federal basis” as the voter 
may answer. 

And be it further resolved, That it shall be the duty of the sheriffs 
of the several counties in this State, by the the first Monday in Novem¬ 
ber next, to make return of the vote so taken, to the Secretary of State. 
And it shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to consolidate the re¬ 
ports received from the said sheriffs, and report the same to the Speak¬ 
er of the House of Representatives, within the first week of the next 
session of the General Assembly.

2. Resolved, that the scheme of distributing the proceeds of the sales 
of the public lands among the several Sates, has, as it should have 
done, met the condemnation of an indignant people. 

3. Resolved, T hat unjust and unequal taxation, in the form of a high 
protective tariff, has met no favor at the hands of the people, and we 
hail, with the highest satisfaction this evidence of the soundness of 
public opinion. 

4. Resolved, That the tariff act of eighteen hundred and forty-two, is 
in the highest degree oppressive, and burthensome, taxing the many for 
the benefit of the few, oppressing the poor and favoring the rich, blight¬ 
ing the prospects of the South, and creating dangerous sectional divis¬ 
ions and jealousies. 

5. Resolved, That the people of Texas are entitled of right to a place 
among the nations of the earth. Her revolutionary struggle establish¬ 
ed her independence, and undisputed possession of the territory for a 
period of more than eight years, has demonstrated her ability to main¬ 
tain that independence. 

6. Resolved, That neither Mexico nor England, nor any other pow¬ 
er has a right to complain if Texas should be annexed to this Union; 
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and we hold it to be our duty, to resist, to the uttermost extremity, all 
foreign inteference. 

7. Resolved, That wisdom and sound national policy, safety at home, 
and power and respectability abroad, all demand the immediate annex¬ 
ation of Texas to this Union. 

8. Resolved, That a National Bank, is unconstitutional and inexpedient. 

9. Resolved, That the true policy of the United States requires that 
the joint occupancy of Oregon by the United States and England should 
cease; 

And Resolved, That the title of the United States to the territory of 
Oregon, is clear and indisputable, 

10. Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be instructed and our 
Representatives be requested, to advocate and sustain, on all suitable 
occasions, the views and opinions herein set forth. 

11 Resoved, That the Governor of this State, be requested to trans¬ 
mit a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolutions, as early as may 
be, to each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress, and a 
copy to the Governor of each State in the Union, with a request that it 
be be laid before the Legislature of his State.

Mr. Fleming offered the following protest, signed by himself and 
Mr. Terry : 

The undersigned deem it proper, in order that their opinions, in refer¬ 
ence to the bill “ entitled an act to settle the affairs of the State Bank 
and Branches," may be properly understood and recorded, to avail 
themselves of their constitutional right to dissent from and protest 
against said bill, for the following reasons: 

The monetary affairs of our people, both present and prospective, 
are such as not to warrant the collection, at this time, of the amount of 
the curtailment of Bank debts required by this bill. Situated as are 
our constituents, this is a consideration which should be well weighed 
by those into whose hands the public interest is confided. Our great 
staple is depressed in price, even below what it was in the years of pan¬ 
ic and general distress through which our country has but recently 
passed. With us this staple regulates the price of labor in all the avo¬ 
cations of life— it regulates the value of property, and as a consequence 
the ability of all classes to pay. It is as much the province of legisla- 
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tion to look to the cause of distress in a community, and to provide for 
its relief, in whatever just and proper mode may be thought best as it 
is to enact laws for the protection of property and persons. With us 
this is an imperative duty ; because we have but one great controlling 
interest upon which the success of all others depend. As legislation, 
therefore, should have a view to the advancement of public interest; 
and as the too rigid collection of Bank debts, from our people, who 
have looked forward for their ability to pay, to the proceeds of the pre¬ 
sent cotton crop cannot but tend to the injury, not only of Bank debtor 
but of other classes of the community whose interest is bound up with 
that of the planter, the undersigned cannot but regard that course, at 
this time, as unwise, and as having a tendency to oppress, at a time 
when all the protection and indulgence, compatible with the security of 
our Bank debts, shold be afforded. 

It is an error in judgment, in answer to these views, to say that as 
the debtor interest is a small interest that legislation should have no ref¬ 
erence to it. There is no greater fallacy than this. We have adopted 
an universal credit system; and the ability of men to meet their en¬ 
gagements depends mutually on each others efforts. If all the debts 
owed by any community were immediately called in, because of any 
distrust or panic, distress would be instantaneously produced. We 
have examples of this in the panics that have occurred within a few 
years past, by which even solvent men, and solvent banking institutions 
were destroyed. This rule applies to the solvent debtors of our Banks. 
Press collections on them now, and the same result will follow to them. 
They are not, generally, able to pay, promptly, all that is required of 
them; and panic and confusion must, necessarily, follow upon the en¬ 
forcement of this bill, which requires the payment of one third of the 
Bank debt. The result may be loss to the State— and individual distress, 
when they can be properly avoided. 

But there is another reason of still greater force which shows clearly 
the impolicy (not to use a stronger tenn) of the requirements of the 
bill, as to collections. It is this— the condition of our affairs does not 
require so great an amount of collections. This being true, is it poli¬ 
tic— is it just, for the Legislature to take from the solvent Bank debtors, 
in this extremity, for the purpose only of withdrawing it from circula¬ 
tion— when, too, the accruing interest on all good debts thus called in 
in is lost to the State, nearly two and a half millions. The question 
of Bank collections must not be regarded, in Alabama, as a mere mat¬ 
ter between debtor and creditor. If it were so, why then the under¬ 
signed would say— 

“ The law awards it, and the court doth grant it.” 

But circumstances which demand the greatest possible lenity, with 
safety to the Bank debt, are so interwoven with our Bank history, as to 
render the ordinary rule of collection, between individuals, when ap¬ 
plied to Bank debtors indiscriminately, not only unjust, but absolutely 
odious. It has become the settled policy of the Legislature to extend 
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the debt, to suit the convenience, as far as compatible with the public 
interest of the Bank debtors. Thus, session after session, extension 
laws have been passed which the wisdom of the Legislature framed 
with reference to the ability of our people to pay This system of le¬ 
gislation recognizes the connecting link between the interest of the 
community generally, and the interest of the Bank debtor ; and although 
it would not be recognised, in the adjustment of business transactions, 
between individuals, still as debtors to the State Banks are liable for 
the payment of the State's obligations, and must be taxed with other 
citizens to make up any deficit that may be found to exist— it is but 
just to extend to them indulgence whenever it can be safely done. It 
is a departure from this rule in the present instance in the collection of 
a much larger sum than the wants of the State require, against which 
the undersigned protest.

Dent and Harris, who were appointed on the part of the Senate to wait 
on His Excellency the Governor, and inform him that the two Houses are 
ready to adjourn sine die, unless he had some farther communication to 
make to them, reported that the committee had performed the duty as¬ 
signed them, and had received as answer, that he (the Governor,) had 
no farther communication to make. 

Mr. Dent offered the following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved by the Senate, That we return our thanks to the Honora¬ 
ble NATHANIEL TERRY, of Limestone county, for the able and impartial 
manner with which he has discharged the duties of presiding officer of 
the Senate; and that in his retirement from the Senate, he will carry 
with him the best feeling of the Senators, with whom he has so long 
associated. 

Whereupon, Mr. Terry addressed the Senate as follows, to wit: 
GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE: 

I am admonished by a resolution on my desk, that a dissolution of this 
body for the present session is at hand, and before I announce the Se¬ 
nate adjourned sine die, I must ask your kind indulgence for a very 
short time, while I thank you for the very complimentary resolution 
which you have adopted by a unanimous vote, in relation to the manner 
which I have presided over the deliberations of this body. A reso¬ 
lution approving of my conduct merely would have been gratifying.— 
but, gentlemen, you cannot imagine how that gratification has been height¬ 
ened by the addition of your cordial satisfaction, expressed, as it is, in 
language so kind—so frank. I am not credulous enough to imagine for 
a moment, that I deserve the commendations which your kind and gen¬ 
erous feelings have unanimously awarded to me. By the passage of this 
resolution, I am sensible that much of it has been prompted by kind feel¬ 
ings for me personally ; but, this much I know is true, that I have dis-

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charged the duties which your kindness imposed on me with fidelity, and 
with all of the feeble ability with which I am endowed ; and that I have, 
done so impartially, I call upon my God to witness. In no solitary in¬ 
stance, since I have been in the discharge of the imperative and responsi¬ 
ble duties of presiding officer of the Senate, have I in the remotest de¬ 
gree, shown or felt any feeling or partiality ; and God forbid that I, in 
the discharge of any public trust, should feel or act from such unworthy 
influences. If, in the discharge of the duties of my station, I have acted 
to your satisfaction, and to the advancement of the public interest, I am 
in a great degree indebted to your kind and ready aid on all occasions; 
and for your magnanimity thus displayed, I tender to each individual 
member of this body my hearty thanks. And gentlemen it affords me 
great pleasure to speak thus publicly of your generous, courteous, and 
manly deportment as a body, as well as the suavity and good feeling which 
characterized your intercourse with each other. It has been highly cred¬ 
itable to as senators, as well as individuals. It is true, that occasion¬ 
ally, in the ardor of debate, some little ebullition of feeling has manifes¬ 
ted itself: but they were very rarely, and on no occasion, seeming to 
leave any traces of ill feelings behind: as for myself, I know that I am 
ardent and warm in debate. If in any thing coming from me, I have 
hurt the feelings of any senator, I pledge myself that it was not so in¬ 
tended, and now, take this public occasion to ask pardon of any such. 

I leave you gentlemen— many of you forever. It is scarcely possible 
that we shall all meet again, this side of vast eternity; then I beg 
you, be assured that there, is no old sore cankering and festering in my 
bosom towards any one of you. 

Gentlemen, I always feel on parting with you a great deal. This is 
perhaps the eleventh sine die adjournment of this body, that I have wit¬ 
nessed: but this for intensity far exceeds any of the rest, owing perhaps 
to the reflection, that this is the last year of the three Senatorial terms, con¬ 
ferred upon me by the kindness of a generous and confiding constituen¬ 
cy, and it is now time for me to afford them an opportunity of selecting 
some one else, who can represent them more effectually than I have 
done. I hope I shall meet many, if not all of you in the social circles of 
private life. We have had a tedious sitting, and I am sure but one feeling 
animated your bosoms, and that was a desire to do something that would 
benefit our constituents and the State at large. Whether we have done 
anything that will, time along will develope— I fear greatly the result. 

I must not forget to pay a merited tribute, to our worth Secretary 
and Assistant; they deserve and will receive at your hands, your willing 
testimony as they do my own, to their efficiency and fidelity, for their 
promptitude, courtesy, kindness and gentlemanly deportment, in their 
intercourse with this body. They are entitled to the warmest commen¬ 
dations of us all; and for myself, and for you, gentlemen, I hereby tender 
it to them most cordially; and to our worthy Doorkeeper, who it will 
be conceded by all, has discharged his duties faithfully and promptly, 
and in a manner giving universal satisfaction, I take this occasion, to 
????? too, to express the approbation of the entire Senate. 
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Gentlemen, I find myself detaining you unnecessarily. Pennit me 
again in conclusion to thank you once more for your kindness, hoping 
that each one of you may reach your homes, finding your families and 
friends in the enjoyment of health and happiness; I bid you an affec¬ 
tionate farewell. I declare the Senate adjourned sine die.
